Dr. Plotz of Mt. Sinai Hospital, 
24 Years Old, Will Announce 
His Discovery To-morrow. 


CLUE TO OTHER DISEASES 


Bacilli of Measles and Scarlet Fever 
May. Be Isolated Through Young 
' Graduate’s Researches. 


The American Association of Physi- 
cians, which will convene in Atlantic 
City to-day, will hear to-morrow that 
the germ which causes typhus fever has 
been’ discovered and isolated. . This in- 
formation will be conveyed to the asso- 
ciation in a paper to be read by Dr. 
Harry Plotz, who is attached’ to the 
pathological department of Mount Sinai 
Hospital in this city. Dr. Plotz, who is 
24 years old, graduated from the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons a year 
ago. 

The isolation of the typhus bacillus 
it is asserted has‘ demonstrated that 
Brill’s disease, which it was thought 
was a separate ailment, is really another 
fotm of typhus fever.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The attack 
of the Constitutionalists under: Gens. 
Gonzales and Cabélleré on the Port of 
Tampico, which was ‘begun last night 
with heavy guns brought up from Mon- 
terey, is supposed to have gone on to- 
day, although the dispatches from Ad- 
miral Mayo given out by, the Navy De- 
partment give no details. During last 
night Admiral Mayo reports twenty- 
three cannon shots were counted by the 
American fleet. 

Admiral Mayo reports that all Amer- 
icans who could be persuaded to leave 
haye been’ taken off, and that foreign 
warships’ are looking. ‘after their na- 
tionals.. There were ten to fifteen Amer- 
icans who refused to leave even in the 
face of the great. danger of the assault 
on the city. The American Consul and 
Vice Consul are on board the ‘Connecti- 
eut.

ing a paraphrase of a dispatch received 
this. evening from Admiral Mayo at 
Tampico through Admiral Badger at 
Vera Cruz. Here it is: 

‘‘ Lobos Island has not been occupied. 
The Dixie and some destroyers anchored 
there and other vessels ‘have coaled 
there’ from a collier. The keepers ef 
Lobos Island Light deserted it, and the 
Dixie is now maintaining it for the bene- 
fit of navigation. I understand that the 
destroyers have had occasional swim- 
ming parties ashore.” 

Although no further details are ob- 
tainable, it was gathered that the com- 
mander of the Dixie or Admiral Mayo 
had acted on his own initiative in per- 
mitting men to go ashore on the island 
without first communicating with the 
Navy Department. There was no hesi- 
tation at the Navy Department last} 
night in denying that the lighthouse had; 
been taken. . 

Before to-night’s bulletin was issued 
the only thing, resembfing an official 
statement on the subject was in the 
form of‘a verbal injunction that néws- 
papers should be careful to point out 
that the envoys had not made any pro- 
test about the Lobos Island incident, but 
simply had brought a protest of the 
Mexican Govern the attention of 
on 

The envoys will transmit the an- 
swer of the United States to the Mex- 
ican Minister of Foreign Affairs, and 
will: endeavor, of course, to harmonize 
any differences that may remain after 
the American answer has been scruti- 
nized by the national authorities in 
Mexico City. 


The Mexican Protest. 


The protest of the Mexican Govern- 
ment was made by Sefior Ruiz, the 
Acting Minister of Foreign Affaira of 
Mexico, who said that the American 
naval forces had violated the existing 
truce by taking possession of the light- 
house. 

The Mexican contention ts that the 
action’ of the American naval officers 
was a direct violation of the truce. Sev- 
eral naval officers here are of the opin- 
fon that the landing on Lobos Island was 
technically an act of aggression, but 
that it was stified by the .circum- 
stances and that in keeping the light 
burning this Government is forming 
an act of humanity in the interest of 
neutral shipping. There is no war be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, and 
the Mexican Government has not served 
notice to the world that the Lobos Isl- 
and light would be extinguished or oper- 
ated in a way tending to confuse navi- 
gators.

Refugee Says She Spent a Week of 
Torture in Mexico City.

BALTIMORE, May 11.—Mrs. Bessie 
Gross, wife of Dr. John J. Gross of 
Mexico City, after q journey of many 
perils has arrived at the home of rela- 
tives in this city. In discussing Mex- 
ican conditions Mrs, Gross said: 

“ Huerta is near his downfall, but he 
is keeping up a bold front. All his staff 


are ready. to turn Sheet him. I have 
seen the so-called Dictator frequently. 
Mexico has no further use for him now. 
His A Pn over. ‘ 

“‘Qur home was in a suburb of Mexico 
City. When the Vera Cruz trouble arose 
the Mexicans showed feeling against 
the Americans, and my hus de- 
cided it would be best for us to move 
into the city. We shut up our home 
took an apartment in the city, and spent 
a week of torture. We feared for our 
lives during all that time. Mobs of 
Mexicans passed constantly in front of 
the building, and we were afraid even 
to look out the windows. 

“At the height of the demonstrations 
an American was killed by the infuri- 
ated crowd in front of the building in 
which we were. They beat and kicked 
him to death. After a week of: this, 
during which the children had not been 
out of our rooms, and only once had I 
dared to raise the blinds to look out, my 
husband told_me to get ready to leave 
that night. We went to the station in 
a_ clos carriage, and there took one 
of three refugee trains for Puerto Mex- 
ico. We went out under the British 
flag, and were accompanied by a small 
guard of Mexican soldiers. 

“Some missionaries tried to get up 
resolutions thanking Huerta for giving 
us safe passage out of the country, but 
we all joined in defeating the proposal.

secretary of Mayor Mitchel, arrived at 
the pier at 8 o’clock, bringing the ex- 
citing news that President Wilson, who, 
it had been arranged should join. the 
funeral cavalcade at the Navy Yard, 
had insisted on taking his place at the 
beginning, and was due at the Battery 
at 9 o'clock. 

Five minutes later Gov. Glynn, accom- 

anied by his Adjutant General, Henry 
De Witt Hamilton, arrived in an auto- 
mobile, and was taken to the office of 
the Dock Commissioner on the pier. 
There gathered at the pier now officers 
of the Naval Militia. 

Four companies of bluejackets from 
the Wyoming and one of marines, under 
Lieut. Commander Cc. P. Miller, and the 
same number from the battlesbip Texas, 
under ‘Lieut. Commander J. R. Tim- 
mons, with a battalion. of naval militia, 
commanded by Lieut. Commander E. T. 
Fitzgerald, drew up, together with the 
bands of the Montana and the Texas, 
beside the earlier bluejackets and ma- 
rines and the mounted police. 


President Wilson Arrives, 


A bugle sounded at 8:40, and there 
whirled down Battery Place and into 
the open space in front of the pier an 
automobile containing President Wil- 
son, his secretary, Joseph P. Tumulty; 
Dr. Cary T. Grayson, Assistant Surgeon 
U. S. N., and James Sloan, chief of the 
President’s Secret Service guard, There 
was not a cheer’ as the Presidént 
alighted. The party hurried into the of- 
fice of Dock Commissioner Smith. 

A moment later the launch from the 
President’s yacht Mayflowér arrived 
with Secretary of the Navy. Daniels, As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt, Rear Ad- 
miral Bradley A. Fisk, aid for opera- 
tions; Major Gen. George Barnett, U. S. 
M. C.; Surgeon General William  S. 
Braisted, U. S. N., and Lieut. Com- 
mander Needham L. Jones, naval aid 
to the President. ‘These. too, hurried 
into the office of the Dock Commission. 

The President reappeared at 9 o’clock. 
All heads were bared in the crowd.of 
10.000, and the ships’ bands joined in 
‘The Star-Spangled Banner,’’ and the 
President’s party took seats in a car- 
riage awaiting him. Into twoscore other 
carriages stepped the representatives of 
various’ civic organizations and promi- 
nent citizens. Each carriage had on thé 
driver’s box, beside the coachman, a 
Sergeant of the Seventh Regiment Na- 
tional Guard as a-special guard of honor 
furnished by. the State. 

The first squad of mounted police led 
the column, the sailors and marines 
from the Wyoming, marching five 
abreast, fell in behind; then followed 
the other companies of sailors and ma- 
rines, winding -up with a detachment of 
the Wyoming’s emergency corps, bear- 
ing field stretchers and first aid: 

The first gun caisson, bearing Poin- 

sett’s coffin, started at 9:05. Each cais- 
son was accompanied by a line of four 
bluejackets at either side, with a marine 
marching behind. 
-The gun caissons passed: up Battery 
Place. Three riders of the Field Artil- 
lery brought up the rear. Close behind, 
the carriage containing the President 
fell into the line of march, flanked at 
either side by eight mounted police, eight 
Secret Service men on foot, and a dozen 
local detectives. 

As .the President’s carriage reached 
Bowling Green, an additional guard of 
eight mounted police swung into place 
beside it... A little further on Chief 
Sloan, who sat beside the driver, started 
forward suddenly and jerked his head 
to the right. Acting Inspector Morris 
caught the gesture and grabbed a short 
thickset man of about 50 years, who was 
edging close toward the guard around 
the carriage. He led the man quickly 
back to the sidelines. The man grinned 
up at him and muttered explanations. 
it -- ieee harmless and was not de-

Mr. Secretary: I know that the feel- 
ings which characterize. all who stand 
about me and the whole nation at this 
hour are not feelings which can be 
suitably expressed in terms of at- 
tempted oratory or eloquence. They 
are things too deep for ordinary 
speech: For my own part, I have a 
singular mixture of feelings. The 
feeling that is uppermost is one of pro- 
found grief that these lads should have 
had to go to their death, and yet 
there is mixed with that grief a pro- 
found pride that they should have 
gone as they did, and, if I may say it 
out of my heart, a touch of envy 
of those who were permitted so quietly, 
so nobly, to do their duty. 

Have you thought of it, men? Here 
is the roster of the navy, the list of 
the men, officers, and enlisted men 
and marines, and suddenly there swim 
nineteen stars out of the list—men 
who have suddenly gone into a firma- 
ment of memory, where we shall 
always see their names shine; not be- 
cause they called upon us to admire 
them, but because they served us, 

‘without asking any questions and in 
the performance of a duty which is 
laid upon us as well as upon them. 


tlemen. Men are performing it in the 
ordinary walks of life all around. us 
all the, time, and they are making 
great- sacrifices to perform it. What 
gives men like these peculiar distinc- 
tion is not merely that they did their 
duty, but that their duty had noth- 
ing to do with them or their own per- 
sonal and peculiar interests: They did 
not give their lives. for themselves. 
They gave their. lives.for us, because 
we called upon them as a nation to 
perform an unexpected duty. That is 
the way in which men grow distin- 
guished and that is the only way, by 
serving. somebody. else than them- 
selves. And what greater thing could 
you serve than a nation such as this 
we love and are proud of? Are you 
sorry for these lads? Are you sorry 
for the way they will be remembered? 
Does it not quicken your pulses to 
think of. the list of them? I hope to 
God none of you may join the list, 
but if you do, you will join an immor- 
tal company,

So while we 
ful and while 


are profoundly sorrow- 
there goes out of our 
heart a very deep and affectionate 
sympathy for the friends and rela- 
tives of these lads who for the rest of 
their lives shall mourn them, though 
with a touch of pride, we know why 
we do.not go away from this occasion 
east down but with our heads lifted 
and our eyes on the future of this 
country, with absolute confidence of 
how it will be worked out. Not only 
upon the mere vague future of this 
country, but the immediate future. 

We have gone down to Mexico to 
serve mankind if we can find out the 
way. We do not want.to fight the 
Mexicans. We want to serve the 
Mexicans if we can, because we know 
how we would like to be free and how 
we would like to be served if there 
were friends standing by ready to 
serve us. A war of aggression is not 
a war in which it is a proud thing to 
die, but a war of service is a thing in 
which it is a proud thing to die. 

Notice that these men were of our 
blood. I mean of our American blood, 
which ts not drawn from any one 
country, which is not drawn from 
any one stock, which is not 
drawn from any one language 
of the modern. world, but free 
men everywhere have sent their 
sons and their brothers and their 
daughters to this country in order to 
make that great compounded nation 
which consists of all the sturdy ele- 
ments and of all the best elements of 
the whole globe. I listened again to 
this list with a profound interest at 
the mixture of names, for the names 
bear the marks of the several na- 
tional stocks from which these men 
came. But they are not Irishmen or 
Germans or Frenchmen .or Hebrews 
any more. They were not when they 
went to Vera Cruz; they. were Amer-, 
icans, every one of them, and with no 
differente ‘in their Americanism be- 
cause of the stock from which they 
came. 

Therefore,. they were in a peculiar 
sense of our blood and they proved it 
by showing that they were of our 
spirit—that no matter what their deri- 
vation, no matter where their people 
came from,. they thought and wished

War Is a Symbol of Duty, Says President ; 
“Hard to Do Duty When Men Are Sneering’’ 


After the Secretary of the Navy, Josephus Daniels, had presented to him a roll of the 
Vera Cruz dead, President Wilson delivered this address at the Navy Yard yesterday: 


and did the things that were Ameri- 
can, and the flag under which they 
Served was a flag in which all the 
blood of mankind is united to make 
a free nation. 

War, gentlemen, is only a sort of 
dramatic representation, a sort of 
dramatic symbol of a thousand forms 
of duty. I never went into battle, I 
never was under fire, but I fancy 
that there are some things just as hard 
to-do as to go under fire. I fancy that 
it is just as hard to do your duty when 
men are sneering at you as when they 
are shooting at you. When they shoot 
at you they can only take your natural 
life; when they sneer at you they can 
wound your heart, and men who are 
brave enough, steadfast enough, steady 
in their principles enough, to go about 
their duty with regard to their fellow- 
men, no matter whether there are 
hisses or cheers, men who can do 
what Rudyard Kipling in one of his 
poems wrote, “‘ meet with triumph and 
disaster and treat those two impostors 
just the same,” are men for a nation 
to be proud of. Morally speaking, 
disaster and triumph are impostors. 
The cheers of the moment are not 
what a.man ought to think about, but 
the verdict of his conscience and the 
conscience of mankind. 

So when I. look at you I feel as if 
I also. and we all were enlisted men. 
Not enlisted in your particular branch 
‘of. the service, but enlisted to serve 
the country, no matter what may 
come, what though we may waste 
our lives in the arduous endeavor. We 
are expected to put the utmost energy 
of every power that we have into the 
service of our fellow-men, never spar- 
not condescending to 
think of what is going to happen to 
ourselves, but ready, if need be, to go 
to the utter length of complete self- 
sacrifice. 

As I stand and look at you. to-day 
and think of these spirits that’ have 
gone from us, I know that the road is 
clearer for the future. These boys 


have shown us the way, and it. is 
easier to. walk on it because they have 
one a and shown us how.

With the Mayor were the Borough 
Presidents, a committee of twenty rep- 
resenting the Board of Aldermen, 200 
members of the Mayor’s Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, the department Commissioners, 
the members of the Board of Estimate, 
representatives of civic organizations, 
Brig. Gen. William Allison, Capt. Take- 
schi, Military Attaché of the Japanese 
Embassy, who was commissioned by the 
Emperor to represent Japan. 


Mayor Mitchel’s Speech. 


The singing ceased when the proces- 
sion halted and Mayor Mitchel delivered 
the following address: 

“Tne people of New York pay 
their solemn respect to these honored 
dead. To the stricken families of these 
men their loss is irreparable. ‘Nothing 
that we can saw now, nothing that we 
can do can mitigate it. But to the 
American people their loyalty and sacri- 
fice give new inspiration. Their deaths 
have driven home to the whole nation 
the awful significance of war, but the 
sacrifice they have made will be glori- 
fied by the part these men, who gave 
their lives at Vera Cruz, have played in 
America’s attempt to bring peace to a 
sister nation. 

“‘These men gave their lives not to 
war, but to the extension of peace. Our 
mission in Mexico is not to engage in 
conquest, but to help restore to a neigh- 
boring republic the tranquillity and order 
which are the basis of civilization. The 
highest tribute paid in this hour to these 
men is the loyalty to the nation, its 
honor, and its service, inspired by their 
brave deaths, and the heightened resolu- 
tion of our people to enter, whenever 
the need arises, the path of patriotic 
service whieh these men have followed 
so faithfully.

VERA CRUZ, May 11.—The Amer- 
ican outposts have been extended be-

Four schools were reopened to-day, 
and it is expected that to-morrow all 
will resume their sessions under or- 
ders from Gen. Funston for the at- 
tendance of pupils.

VERA CRUZ, May 11.—Four schools 
opened here to-day with native inatruc- 
tors and the same administrative ma- 
chinery as before the occupation by the 
American troops. If the experiment of 
opening these four schools is successful, 
Gen. Funston plans to re-establish the 
entire school system of the city. This 
plan is in line with his policy gradually 
to restore all local institutions under 
Mexican rule. 

The recent trouble caused by Ameri- 
can civilians going to Mexico City has 
resulted in tightening all outpost lines. 
The military authorities are determined 
not to be embarrassed because of the 
safety of Americans venturing into dan- 
gerous territory, and only those having 
urgent business will be permitted to pass 
from the city into the interior, No 
obstacle, however, will be placed in the 
way of Mexicans‘ wishing to travel 
either in or out of Vera Cruz. 

Natives awoke to the realization to-/| 2 
day that American occupation had add- 
ed a new holiday to the long list al- 
ready observed in Mexico. Many Amer- 
feans appeared yesterday wearing white 
boutonniéres, and to-day natives learned 
that they had been observing ‘‘ Mother’s 
Day” under an edict by Gen. Funston, 
following President Wilson’s proclama- 
tion. 

Vera Cruz is free of gambling, prob- 
ably for the first time in centuries. 
This vice, which was particularly disas- 
trous to the poorer classes, was wiped 
out by Gen. Funston’s order, which be- 
came operative to-day. He is closely 
watching other plague spots in the city’s 
life, long regarded as institutions, with 
the intention of stopping them. Even 
the old Spanish Sunday custom of bull- 
fighting may be placed under the ban. 

The city is humming with new life 
and business is booming with the ex- 
ception of that concerned with distri- 
bution into the interior. Gen. Funston 
is encouraging all activities offering 
transportation to the interior, but mer- 
chants inland so far have not availed 
themselves of the opportunities offered. 

Bluejackets from the American and 
foreign battleships are enjoying more 
shore leave privileges, and the officers 
frateranizing in the ‘cafés and plazas 
make a colorful scene, Navy men are 
allowed ashore only: in spotless white 
uniforms, and the sanitary pier where 
landing parties arrive has a holiday ap- 
pearance. Dozens of booths have 
sprung up along the pier where natives 
are selling soft drinks to the men who 
a few weeks ago swept through the 
city under fire, aay, concerts by mili- 
tary bands are quickly educating the 
natives in ragtime, and the latest popu- 
lar American airs are finding their way 
into the cafés where the native 
orchestras attempt their rendition with 
weird effects of time and harmony. 

Under Red Cross officials Vera Cruz 
is celebrating a continueus municipal 
clean-up day.

VERA CRUZ, May 11.—From Mexico 

City come late reports of quiet business 
conditions, but of large numbers of men 
and boys drilling in the streets, A few 
nights ago a mob gathered before the 
Brazilian Legation and demanded that 
Louis @ Antin, an attaché of the Amer- 
tean Embassy, who had taken refuge 
there, be delivered up.

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| POLICE FAIL To FIND 


| HERRESHOFF GEMS 


Whereabouts of Ring and Neck- 
face, Lent to Owner’s Friend, 
Still a Mystery. 


NO TWO STORIES ALIKE 


Maid of Woman Not in the Case 
Last to Admit Possession 
of Jewels. 


The whereabouts of a $1,100 diamond 
ring and a $1,300 diamond necklace bc- 
longing to Mrs. J. B. F. Herreshoff of 
620 West End Avenue, which have been 
puzzling Mrs. Herreshoff, the manage- 
mént of Carlton House, and the man- 
agement of the Ritz-Carlton Hotel 
for a week, are still a mystery despite 
the efforts of the police. 

Mrs. Herreshoff lent her jewels to a 
friend, Mrs. Andrew B. Anthony of 
Bristol, R. I., a relative of United 
States Senator Colt. Mrs. Anthony said 
she left them with Mrs. R. L. Beeck- 
man's maid, who was to deposit them 
at the desk of the Ritz-Carlton, where 
Mrs. Herreshoff was to call for them. 
The maid, Mrs. Anna Dickenson, says 
she knows nothing about any jewelry, 
but that she left an envelope, delivered 
to her by Mrs. Anthony, and contents 
unknown, in care of the clerk of the 
Carlton House. The clerk of Carlton 
House has no record of such a delivery. 
The maid left the employ of Mrs. 
Beeckman several days ago. 

Mrs. Beeckman does not figure in the 
story except as the lessee of the apart- 
ment in Carlton House, the former 
hostess of Mrs. Anthony and the for- 
mer employer of the maid. She is in the 
West. Mrs. Anthony was invited out 
to. dinner a week ago last Saturday 
night, but hesitated to accept, because 
her jewels were locked in a safe place 
in the Beeckman apartment and _ she 
could not yt the key. Her friend Mrs. 
Herreshoff came to her rescue and 
lent the ring and necklace. It was ar- 
rahged that Mrs. Anthony should have 
the jewelry left at the desk of the Ritz- 
Carlton, to be put in the’ safe for Mrs. 


Herreshoff. 

When Mrs. Herreshoff called on 
Wednesday and asked for a package of 
jewelry the clerks knew of no such 

ckage. Mrs. Herreshoff teiephoned 

o Mrs. Anthony at her home in Bristol. 
The latter said she had left an envelope 
containing the ring and the necklace 
with Mrs. Beeckman’s maid with in- 
on to have it put in the hotel 
safe. 

It was explained to Mrs. Herreshoff 
that, as rs. Beeckman’s apartment 
was in Carlton House, the, package 
might have been left there instead of 
in the hotel which it adjoins. There was 
no record on the books at Carlton 
House showing that a package had been 
left. An effort was then made to find 
the maid, who in the meantime had left 
Mrs. Beeckman’s employ. 

When she was found she admitted 
that Mrs. Anthony had ven her an 
envelope to leave at the office, and that 
she had turned it in at Carlton House, 
not at the Ritz-Carlton. She asserted, 
however, that Mrs. Anthony had said 
nothing about the value of the envelope, 
and said she had not known that it 
contained jewels. Not =aowne that it 
was of value, she had merely left it at 
the office of Carlton House, she said. 

Again Mrs. Herreshoff telephoned to 
Mrs. Anthony, who repeated that she 
had told the maid that the envelope 
contained jewelry, and, that she had 
directed her to have the package put 
into the safe at the hotel. 

The maid again said that Mrs. An- 
thony was mistaken. 

All the parties at interest being posi- 
tive in their statements, the police were 
asked to discover where the jewelry 
was. 

The ring and the necklace are insured, 
it is understood, for their full value. 


CONSUL WARNER A SUICIDE. 


United States Representative 
Harbin Shoots Himself. 


HARBIN, Manchuria, May 11.—South- 
ard P. Warner, the United States Consul 
here, committed suicide to-day in a hos- 
pital where he was undergoing treat- 
ment.

TELL OF MURDER

this police Lieutenant who is facing 
you to-day is the worst murderer of 
them all.’’ 

Mr. Whitman named all the princi- 
pals in the murder plot and he tried to 
make the jury understand that the case 
was, after all, very simple; that the 
only thing necessary was to weed out 
all the hirelings and find the man be- 
hind them all, the man with the motive 
for murder in his heart. 

The prosecutor placed the murder 
principals in three divisions. The four 
hired gunmen he put in the first. He 
called them “ brutes who made a busi- 
ness of taking human life for $1,000.” 
In the second class he put Jack Rose, 
Bridgie Webber, and Harry Vallon, the 
informers. He held no brief for them, 
he said. He denounced them bitterly as 
murderers in every sense of the word, 
and his denunciation seemed to give 
the lawyers for the defense a ray of 


hope, for several of them took copious 
notes. Mr. Whitman, against the pro- 
test of Mr. Manton, referred to the in- 
formers as ‘‘ middlemen,” and as the 
brokers of human life,’’ as ‘“‘ the men 
who stood between the man who wanted 
Ha peng killed and tHe brutes who 
illed him.’’ 

‘* And then we come to the third di- 
vision,’”’ said the District Attorney. In 
this division there stands just one man. 
He was a Police Lieutenant, the most 
sinister influence behind the murder 

lot, the only one of them all in whose 

reast there was a real motive for the 
murder of Rosenthal, the énly man who 
could profit by his death, to whom it 
would be of most vital interest to have 
Rosenthal’s tongue forever silenced. 
There wasn’t any courage in it for him. 
We believe that he plotted Rosenthai’s| 
murder without any fear; that he did 
it in the belief “ he was in absolutely 

nger himself. - 

me T oan be here if I didn’t believe 
Becker to be guilty. I'm not Rosen- 
thal’s lawyer. I don’t represent Ro- 
senthal’s heirs. I represent the people 
of New York County. They are my cli- 
ents. And the people of New York claim 
that this defendant, Becker, notwith- 
standing the fact that he was not on 
the murder scene and notwithstanding 
that others, too, .were guilty, is the reai 
murderer of Rosenthal. I believe that 
all the others were his instruments, just 
as much as the pistols which shot Ro- 
senthal down. Gentlemen of the jury, I 
believe that you have before you now 
the real murderer of Herman Rosen- 
thal.”’ 


Passes Over New Evidence. 


There was no inclination on the Dis- 
trict Attorney's part to outline the new 
€vidence in the Becker case. He did noi 
touch on the ‘“ Harlem conference,” 
which the Court of Appeals, in its de- 
cision reversing the conviction on the 
first Becker trial, called ‘‘ the heart of 
the conspiracy.’’ The address touched 
only the “ high spots,” as it were. Mr. 
Whitman brought home to the jury the 
significant charge that the very man 
sworn to defend the law and to hunt 
down murderers should have consoried 
with them, should have inspired murder, 
and should have aided in concealing 
Jack Rose, the main lever of the mur- 
der conspiracy. 

Court adjourned for the luncheon re- 
cess after the completion of Mr. Whit- 
man’s address, and when court recon- 
vened at 2:30 o’clock the establishing 
of the murder was begun. 

Patrolman John J. Brady, the first 
witness, told vividly how he was on 
post near the murder scene in front of 
the Metropole Hotel, in Forty-third 
Street, and how he heard five pistol 
shots just before 2 A. M. on July 16, 
1912. He clapped his hands on the 
stand to show in what succession the 
shots were fired. He was certain that 
there was a slight interval between the 
second and_ third _ shot. Patrolman 
Brady said that he tried to go in pur- 
suit of the murderers, but was ordered 
by Detective Frye, his superior, to take 
charge of the body. He could furnish 
no description of either the gunmen or 
the car in which they rode. He gave 
the impression that he had done very 
well as a patrolman, but that he had 
limited abilities as a detective. He said 
nothing damaging to the defense, and 
his examination was much shorter than 
it was on the previous trial. He was not 
even cross-examined. 


Chased the Murder Car. 


Detective Edward G. Frye followed 
him on the stand. He was not a witness 
at the first trial and it developed that 
he knew nothing material which had not 
been brought out by other witnesses at 
the first trial. Detective Frye was 
the man who took charge of the chase 
of the murder car. He had known 
Rosenthal and seized the significance 
of the murder. With several patrol- 
men he commandeered a taxicab and 
made a hopeless chase after the murder 
car. He went east from the Metropole 
Hotel to Madison Avenue, up Madison 
to Fifty-eighth Street, and back to the 
Metropole by way of Sixth Avenue 
without seeing a sign of the gunmen. 
He heard four shots with an interval 
between the first and second shot. 

Then Sergt. William J. File, who was 
a patrolman from the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station at the time of 
the murder, was placed on the stand and 
he gave the first bit of testimony which 
the defense seemed to regard as signifi- 
cant. File-knew Rosenthal well.and had 
seen him dining in the Metropole just 
before the shooting. He gave the names 
of all of the persons whom he saw 
in the restaurant. ‘ 

Shortly before 2 A. M. on July 16, so 
Sergt. File testified, he saw “ Bridgie”’ 
Webber walk into the restaurant, look 
around, and engage in a. conversation 
with a Charlie Day at one of the 
tables. A little later four shots were 
fired. File was quicker than the other 
policemen. He got out on the sidewalk 
in time to see the murder car go east. 
He saw two men get into it. He ac- 
cepted the invitation of a chauffeur 
named Horn to follow in pursuit. He 
saw ‘‘ Boob’’ Walker and a man named 
Hickey onthe sidewalk during the 
course of the commotion. 

Saw Man on Ruhning Board. 

On cross-examination by. Mr. Manton, 
Sergt. File testified that he saw a man 
Standing on the running board of the 
murder car. He couldn’t say who it 
was. He was not asked whether it 
was Harry Vallon. In the first trial 
he was asked whether it was Vallon, 
and he said that he did not know Val- 
lon. It is probable that the defense 
will make use of this testimony of File 
later on. As foreshadowed in several 
affidavits which were recently sent to 
Gov. Glynn as part of the application 
for a new trial fot the gunmen, Harry 
Vallon is one of the men at whose door 
the crime wil] be laid by the defense. 
If it could be shown that Vallon fired 
one of the shots then the District At- 
torney would be bound to prosecute 
Vallon for murder, his immunity agree- 
ment explicitly providing that he will 
not get immunity if he was one of the 
ama phar - 

m Sergt. e Mr. Manton 
further statement.that he not ony. aw 
‘* Bridgie’’ Webber in the Metropole 
before the shooting; but that he also.

Waiter Tells of Shooting. 


Louis Krause, the fifth witness, fur- 
nished the only real fireworks -of the 
afternoon session. - Assistant District 
Attorney James A. Delehanty, who ex- 
amined all the witnesses, got a coherent 
story from the waiter on direct exam- 
ination. He told how he had been 
looking for a job at that early morn- 
ing: hour and how a man at Broadway 
and Forty-third Street waved him aside 
and told him to move on if he wanted 
to get out of trouble. Krause did not 
heed the man’s advice, nowever, and 
got to the Metropole in time to see a 
man come out and give a signal by 
raising his hand to his head. 

‘* What happened when the sign was 
made? ’’ asked Mr. Delehanty. 

‘“*Four fellows jump from the_ south 
side and shoot Rosenthal,’’ exclaimed 
Krause, excitedly. . 

In the first trial Krause’s testimony 
furnished an extraordinary sensation, 
for the four gunmen were led _ into 
court and he identified three of them, 
‘* Whitey ’’ Lewis, ‘‘Gyp the Blood,”’ 
and ‘‘ Lefty Louie.’’ Yesterday it was 
necessary for Krause merely to_men- 
tion the names of the men he had seen 
do the shooting. He again left ‘‘ Dago 
Frank,’’ the fourth of the gunmen, out 
of his story. Krause also saw ‘‘ Bridgie ’’ 

ebber on the scene. He insisted: that 
Webber was not one of those who had 
shot, saying that Webber was standing 
on_the sidewalk near him. 

Contradicting Sergt. File, Krause as- 
serted that Sullivan was on the scene 
and that it was Sullivan who picked 
Rosenthal’s body up. Krause also said 
that Sullivan was smiling when he bent 
nid the gambler, but this was struck 
out, 

‘**T ran away then.’’ said Krause. 

‘And what did Webber do?’”’ 

‘“* He did the same thing I did.’’ 


Krause Demanded Protection. 


The  cross-examination of Krause 
brought ‘out some new things. Mr.) 
Manton showed that Krause was living 
in Bath Beach with a process server 
from the District Attorney's office. 
Krause explained this by saying that 


he was afraid for his life, and that he 
had demanded protection from the Dis- 
trict Attorney. Mr. Manton also brought 
out that Krause was getting $15 a week 
from the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime for clipping and pasting up news- 
paper stories about crimes. Ex-Assist- 
ant District Attorney Frank Moss, who 
aided Mr. Whitman in: the first Becker 
trial, is connected with this institution, 
but Mr. Manton could not get Krause 
to admit that Mr. Moss had hired him. 
Mr. Manton further brought out that 
Krause had been drawing an additional 
$17 a week from the District Attorney's 
office for serving subpoenaes, making @ 
total salary of $32. he waiter was ap- 
parently proud of his income. He de- 
nied that he had an ‘‘ easy job.’”’ 

Mr. Manton drove him hard, but 
Krause stood the strain well. For a 
time the lawyer had him tangled a lit- 
tle, but the point was a technical one, 
and after Krause explained. what he 
meant to say he got out of his diffi- 
culty fairly well. Mr. Manton, was try- 
ing to get him to contradict himself as 
to testimony that he had given before 
the Coroner at the Rosenthal inquest. 
Krause had explanations ready at every 
turn, however. 

4 y are you looking at Mr. Whit- 
man?’’ roared Mr. Manton once, getting 
very close to the witness. 

“I’m not, I’m looking right at you,” 
retorted the witness, not the least per- 
turbed. 


Disturbance in Court Room. 


It was while Krause was on the 
stand that a disturbance near the rail 
of the court room occurred. Gilbert 
Sutton, 32 years old, a clerk in the of- 
fice of the Chief Clerk of the Court 
of Special Sessions, ana a spectator at 
the trial, in remarks addressed prin- 
cipally to Bernard H. Sandler, the at- 
torney for Jack Rose, Harry Vallon, 
and Sam Schepps, became very abusive 
of the waiter and also denounced 
Mr. Whitman: He was quickly led out 
of court by Chief Process Server 
Rooney. Last night Mr. Sandler gave 
this account of the incident: 

“This man Sutton was talking all 
through the trial and became voluble 
when the waiter, Krause, took the 
stand. He said: That fellow on the 
stand was drilled very well. Whitman 
drilled him. saw him hang around 
Whitman’s office. He is wearing one otf 
Whitman’s suits of clothes. This case 
is a frame-up. Well, Whitman will 
never be Governor with aid of a witness 
like that.’ He also said a great many 
things unfit for publication. I told one 
of the court officers, and Chief Process 
Server Daniel Rooney was notified and 
hauled him out of court. Chief Clerk 
Sayre of Mr. Whitman’s office came out 
in the corridor, and Sutton at first de- 
nied that he had said anything deroga- 
tory. When I confronted him he broke 
down and said that he had no proof of 
what he said, and that he was sorry he 
said it. 

“Mr. Sayre took Sutton before Chief 
Justice Russell of the Court of Special 
Sessions and a hearing was held in Jus- 
tice Russell’s chambers, where I was 
asked to state what I had heard. Sui- 
ton admiited everything, and Justice 
Russell took the case under advise- 
ment.” . 

Sutton was not arrested, but his case 
will be further investigated to-day. It 
is expected that charges of interfering 
with the court will be formally pre- 
ferred. Mr. Whitman is particularly in- 
terested in the case because Sutton is 
an employe in the Criminal Court Build- 


ng. 

Krause himself, after he left. the stand, 
was highly elated with the result of his 
clash ‘with Mr. Manton. 

“He tried to flimflam me, and I flim- 
flammed him back,” he said, 


Mistrial Motion Denied. 


In view of the anticipated motion by 
Martin T. Manton to have a mistrial 
declared on account of The Globe inci- 
dent, much surprise was expressed when 
Mr. Manton did not make his motion 
at the opening of court yesterday morn- 


ing. It was then learned that the mo- 
tions had already been made in cham- 
bers, so that the ten jurymen already 
selected might not hear of the inci- 
dent at all. 

Mr. Manton submitted an affidavit 
charging that prejudice had been cre- 
ated by the advance publication of Mr. 
Whitman’s speech. In his affidavit he 
further cited yesterday’s story in THE 
New YorK TIMES as adding to that 
prejudice. 

The story concerned the “ Harlem 
conference "’ where Becker is alleged to 
have put the finishing touches on the 
murder plot. It was stated in THE 
Times that Mr. Whitman would at- 
ae to establish definitely that this 
tae em meeting was held on June, 27 

Mr. Manton, in referring to Tue 
TIMES, said that the statements were 
‘““accurate.”” He demanded that Justice 
Seabury call THE Timms reporter and 
make him tell where he got the infor- 
mation. The inference was that Mr. 
Whitman had himself given out this 
information and that an immediate in- 
quiry should be made. 

Justice Seabury denied the motion 
asking for a mistrial and aiso a subse- 
quent motion for a change of venue. 
He did not state his reasons. 

Eight talesmen were examined before 
the first of the two necessary jurors 
was chosen. Mr. Manton was particular 
to ask each man whether he had read 
Saturday’s Globe and yesterday’s T1mgs. 

The _ first of the jurors agreed upon 
was Frederick A. Sprock, married, a 
bookkeeper for a ship company at Pier 
54 North River, and living at 462 West 
151st Street. He said that he had read 
little about the Becker case, either re-

cently or at the time of the first trial. 
He was Talesman 316. 

Talesman 331 became the _ twelfth 
juror, Frederick C. Barrett, 52 years 
old, a consulting. engineer employed 
by a heating apparatus’ concern. r. 
Barrett said that he had a wife and 
family and that he lived at 156 East 
Fifty-fourth Street. He had lived all 
his life in New York, he said, and had 
never served as a trial juror before. 

In all, 500 talesmen were subpoenaed 
for the second Becker case and 331 
Were examined. At the first trial 350 
were subpoenaed and 187 were examined. 
n the present case Mr. Whitman used 
twenty-six of his available peremptory 
ca and Mr. Manton used fif- 
een. : 

When the jury box was filled, Attorney 
Manton then made a formal motion for 
the dismissal of the indictment against 
Becker. It was denied. 

The Becker trial will continue at 10:30 
o'clock this morning, and Mr. Whitman 
expects to complete the taking of tech- 
nical evidence relating to the actual 
murder before noon. It is expected that 
Jack Rose will take the stand in the 
afternoon. His testimony may take a 
day or more.

RESERVE BANKS: 
TO OPEN IN AUGUST 


Federal Committee Takes Fresh 
Step to Expedite Organiza- 
tion of New System. 


NAMES CERTIFICATE BANKS 


These Will Execute Incorporation in 


Each Reserve District—Election 
of Directors Follows.

WASHINGTON, May § 11.—Another 


step in the institution of the Federal re- 
serve banking system was taken to-day 
when the Organization Committee, com- 
posed of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, the Secretary of Agriculture, and

premature publication in’The Globe on 
Saturday of an advance copy of the 
opening address to the jury which Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman had prepared.

The 
Commercial Advertiser Association, 
which publishes The Globe. was also 
cited in contempt, and was likewise 
represented by Mr. Stanchfield. 

Mr. Stanchfield spoke for all the de- 
fendants. He said that the publication 
of Mr. Whitman’s speech came as the 
result of accident. Mr. Broadhead, the 
reporter, he said, had reported on Satur- 
day morning to his superiors that there 
would be no change in the jury box. 
An edition was going to press just as 
court was reconvening, Mr. Stanchfield 
explained, and the speech was printed 
in good faith. The lawyer called it an 
honest mistake, but admitted that there 
had been an error in judgment, 


Court’s Severe Arraignment. 


Justice Seabury, however, did not 
agree with Mr. Stanchfield. He was an- 
gered particularly, he said, because of 
an introduction that had been written in 
The Globe to Mr. tman’s speech. 
This introduction set forth how Becker 
and his wife acted when the Prosecutor 
attacked Becker before the jury. The 
Justice also attacked the press for mis- 
representation, and said that he wished 
to , a an example. Justice Seabury 
said: 

‘*“ Under the circumstances, I feel that 
I have no right to ignore this offense. 
To do so would reflect upon the admin- 
istration of justice. hile I do not 
wish to act harshly, or to humiliate by 
imprisonment those responsible for this 
contempt, I do feel that the punishment 
tc be imposed should be sufficient to 
emphasize the reprehensible character 
of the act and to serve as a warning in 
the future which may deter others from 
repeating it I shall impose the maxi- 
mum fine which the law permits.” 

The maximum fine is $250, and it was 
imposed on each of the defendants, 
making a total fine of $1,000. Mr. Wright, 
Mr. Hughes, and Mr. Broadhead were 
peroled in the custody of Mr. Stanch- 
field and will have until noon to-day to 
pay their fines. The corporation’s fine 
must also be paid by noon. It was saia 
yesterday that the fines would be paid 
and that no appeals would be taken. 


GEN. BINGHAM ON STAND. 


Ex-Commissioner, Testifying in LI- 
bel Suit, Accuses Jerome. 


Ex-Police Commissioner Bingham took 
the stand in the Bronx County Supreme 
Court yesterday in the $100,000 libel suit 
brought against The Harlem Home 
News by Joseph A. Wasserman, and re- 
vived his old controversy with ex-Dis- 
trict Attorney W. T. Jerome concerning 
Wasserman’s character. 

Gen. Bingnam testified that he had 
never heard any one say anything good 
about Wasserman. Then Wasserman’s 
counsel, M. L. Heidenheimer, cross-ex- 
amined him. Mr. Heidenheimer wanted 
to know if Gen. Bingham had not asked 
Mr. Jerome to help him in uncovering 
vice, and Gen. Bingham replied that he 
could not recall ever having asked Mr. 
Jerome’s aid. He admitted that Was- 
serman had been assigned by him to a 
special squad to aid the then District 
Attorney. Then he was asked he 
had known of Wasserman’s reputation 
before the investigation by Jerome. 

“What investigation do you mean? 
Jerome was always making investiga- 
tions,”’ replied Gen. Bingham. 

Mr. Heidenheimer brought out that 

Bingham had assigned another 
squad to get evidence against Mr. Je- 
rome’s squad. 

‘Did you lay that evidence before the 
Grand Jury?’ he was asked. 

‘TI did after much trouble,’ he said. 

**Do you mean to say that Jerome did 
not want to prosecute these men against 
whom you had evidence of graft?” 

““T do,” was the reply.

nounced the banks designated in the dif- 


ferent reserve districts to execute the 


organization certificates of the several 
Federal reserve banks. This action was 
required by the fundamental act of the 
new system. 

In a statement accompanying the list 
of banks designated the Organization 
Committee says: 


The execution of this certificate will 
practically complete the incorporation 
of each Federal reserve bank, and, 
when filed with the Controller of the 
Currency, the election of Directors 
may be immediately proceeded with. 
The board of each bank will consist 
of nine Directors. Six of these are 
elected: by ballot by the subscribing 
banks and three are appointed by the 
Federal Reserve Board. When this 
board has been organized the Con- 
troller of the Currency will issue his 
certificate or charter authorizing the 
Federal reserve banks to begin busi- 
ness. 

In order to expedite the incorpora- 
tion and organization of the several 
Federal reserve banks, the Secretary 
of the committee has telegraphed each 
bank designated, asking that a spe- 
cial meeting be called at once for the 
purpose of passing a resolution au- 
thorizing its officers to execute the 
organization certificates. Arrange- 
ments have been made with each of 
the designated banks to have ‘their 
representatives meet in the office of 
the President of the Clearing House 
Association of each Federal reserve 
city as soon as the resolution mailed 
to each bank has been passed by its 
Board of Directors. 

In the meantime the certificate of 
organization has been prepared by the 
committee for each Federal reserve 
bank and will be mailed at once to the 
President of the Clearing House Asso- 
ciation in each Federal reserve city, 
to be held by him until the repre- 
sentatives of the designated banks can 
be convened. In the districts in the 
East and Middle West the certificates 
will therefore probably be executed and 
returned to the committee to be filed 
with the Controller by May 16 or 17, 
and the Western districts should be 
received very shortly thereafter. 

By the end of the month it is hoped 
that the committee will receive nom- 
inations for Class A and Class D Di- 
rectors and the names of the district 
reserve eloctors elected by the sub- 
scribing banks, so that the vote may 
be taken early in June. Forms for 
use in reporting election of district 
reserve electors and the nominating 
of candidates will be mailed by ‘the 
several banks as soon as the organiza- 
tion certificates have been received 
and filed. Every effort is being made 
by the committee to expedite this elec- 
tion, so that the Board of Directors of 
each Federal reserve bank may be or- 
ganized in ample time to elect officers, 
select employes and banking quarters, 
and to place the banks in actual op- 
eration by Aug. 1.

MAY SUE FOR BILLARD CASH 


Former Vice President Byrnes Says 
Road Under His Direction Never 
Spent Money on Legislators.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—A confer- 
enee will be held here to-morrow be- 
tween Attorney General McReynolds 
and Joseph W. Folk,. chief counsel of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
to determine whether Charles S. Mel- 
len, former head of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford system, shall be 
called to testify in the investigation 
which the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is conducting under a resolution 
of the Senate into the financial opera- 
tions of the railroad.

road and those possibly who made per- 
sonal profit out of its many financial 
transactions. The point involved is 
whether Mr. Mellen’s appearance under 
oath will give him immunity from pros- 
ecution under the indictments pending 

ainst him and under any future in- 
dictments which may be returned by 
Federal Grand Juries against officers 
of the New Haven system for their 
in the financial transactions of the 
Haven Company and its subsidiaries. 

The testimony of John L. Billard that 
he personaly pocketed $2,743,500 profit 
in the deal in the stock of the Boston 
& Maine, contradicted as it is by the 
testimony of Mr. ig So that the New 
Haven Road shared in the worst, has 

changed the situation somew It is

IN SUPREME COURT: 


* | Gompers, Mitchell, and Morri- 
son Freed for All Time-of 
Old Contempt Charges. 


RULING TAKES WIDE SCOPE 


Statute of Limitations the Main 
Reason, but Contempt Is Placed 
in Category of Crime. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The con- 
tempt proceedings against Samuel Gom- 
pers, President of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor; John Mitchell, Vice 
President, and Frank Morrison, Secre- 
tary, which have dragged on in various 
courts since 1911, were ended to-day 
when the Supreme Court of the United 
States reversed the lower courts and 
dismissed the case. This ends the guit 
fer all time, and means that none of 
the three lahor men, who were sen- 
tenced by Justice Daniel Thew Wright 
of the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia, will undergo punishment for 
the alleged violation of the local court's 
injunction against acts of conspiracy 
against the Bucks Stove and Range 
Company, 

Torday’s ruling is expected to have 
far-reaching consequences on contempt 
trials of the future. The major reason 
advanced by the court for dismissing 
the action was that the statute of lim- 
itations had run against the alleged of- 
fenses before the inquiry inte the acts 
of the labor leaders began. But that 
simple reason involves the important 
legal point that contempt of eourt is a 
crime and comes under the general con- 
stitutional provisions against crime. 

In severely restricting a Federal 
Court’s power to punish centempt, the 
Supreme Court to-day sharply distin- 
guighed hetween contempts committed 
in the presence of the court and those, 
like the ene under consideration, in- 
volving only ‘‘ constructive contempt" 
in the violation of judicial injunctions, 
The court also emphasized the fact 
that the inquiry into the labor leaders’ 
alleged contempt of court was altogether 
for the punishment of past offenses, 
and not to obedience for the future. 


Suggests Spirit of Vengeance. 


This yeference, while mildly ..worded, 
seemed to imply that the sentence in 
the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia had been imposed in a spirit 
of vengeance. It is not unlikely that 
to-day’s decision will be heard in the 
smpeschment proceedings against Jus- 
tice Wright, now under consideration 
perese the House Committee on Judi- 

ary 

While asserting that contempts were 
crimes, the court to-day said that it was 
highly doubtful whether an indictment 
for contempt of a Federal Court would 
tie. The opinion also spoke favorably 
of trial by. jury of contempt cases of 
the kind at issue and cited the fact 
that such a procedure was in vogue in 
England. In answer to the argument 
that for the protection of their dignity 
courts needed the power to punish con- 
tem 4 peremptorily, the high tribunal 
sai at in the old days when violence 
was far greater than now, the practice 
seemed to have been to punish con- 
,ouipss according to fixed criminal 
orms 

To-day’s proceedings grew out of the 
ease of Gompers versus the Bucks Stove 
and Range Company. Proceedings by 
the Bueks Company against the labor 
leaders were dismissed in the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia with- 
out prejudice as te the question of con- 
oe for violation of the decree of 

1907, restraining the labor lead- 
ers ak. certain acts of oonepirae 
against the stove company Su. 
preme Court of the District By next 
day a appointed &@ committee to investi- 
gate the alleged contempt. 


Punished for Past Acts. 


“The inquiry,'’ says the court's opin- 
ion, *‘ was directed solely with a view to 
punishment for past acts, not to secure 
obedience for the future, and to avoid 
repetition it will be understood that all 
that we have to say concerns proceed 
ings of this sort only, and, further, only 
proceedings for such contempt not com- 

mitted in the presence of the court.” 

The Committee of Inquiry reported on 
June 6, 1911, charging specific Violations 
of the injunction. The defendants plead- 
ed the statute of limitations and not 
guilty.. The statute of limitations was 
held not to apply, and all three defend- 
ants were sentenced to varying terms 
of imprisonment.

Contempts Defined. 

“It does not follow that contempts of. 
this class under consideration are no 
crimes, or rather in the language of the 
Statute, offenses, because trial by jury, 
as it has been gradually worked out and 
fought out, has been thought not to ex- 
tend to them as a matter of constitu- 
tional rights. These contempts are in- 
fractions of the law visited with pun- 
ishment as such. If such acts are not 
criminal, we are in error as to the 
most fundamental characteristics of 
crime as that word has been understood 
in English speech. So truly are they 
crimes that it seems to be proved that in 
the early law they were punished only 
by the usual criminal procedure, and 
that at least in England it seems that 
they still may be, and preferably are, 
tried in that way. 


“We come then to the construetion of 


the statute. It has assumed that the 
concluding words, ‘unless the indict- 
ment is found or the information is in- 
stituted within three years’ limit the 
offenses given the benefit of the act to 
those usually prosecuted in that way, 
and the counsel for the petitioners were 
at some pains to show that the cha 
of the committee amounted to an in- 
formatien, a matter ee a opens vistas of 
antiquarian speculatio 
‘But this question ‘Ne not one to he 
answered by refinements and curious 
inquiries. In our opinion the proper 
ipterpretation of the aaiute | begins with 
@ substantive, not with the adjective 
part. The substantive Sn. of the 
statute is that no pernen shall be tried 
for any offense within a certain time. 
These words are of universal scope. 
What follows is a. natural way of ex- 
Plaining that the pPoceedin ngs must be- 
fin within three years; indictment and 
nformation being the usual mode by 
which they are begun wr likely no 
other having oecurre those who 


drew the law. 


Needs Speedy Punishment. 

*‘ Indeed, the punishment of these of- 
fenses peculiarly needs to be speedy, 
if it is to occur. The argument loses 
little of its force, if it should be deter- 
mined hereafter, that in the present 
state of the law an indictment would 
not lie for contempt ef a court of the 
United States. 

‘If even the statute does not cover 
the ease, by its express words, as we 
think it does, still, in dealing with the 
punishment of crime, a rule should be 
laid down, if not by Congress by this 
court. The power to punish for con- 
tempt must have some limit in time, and 
in defining that limit we should have 
regard to what has been the policy of 
the law from the foundation of the 
Government.

Ban on interlocking Control Will 
Tear Their Systems Apart, 
Say Lovett and Thom. 


FOR EXEMPTING CARRIERS 


They Ask Senate to Confine Provis- 
lon to industrial Corporations 
—Roads Not Secretive. 


Special to The Now York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May- 11.~The opposi- 
tion of railroad interests to the sections 
of the Senate Trust bill relating to com- 
mon carriers: was vigorously asserted 
before the Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce to-day by a delega- 
tion headed by Robert 8, Lovett, Chair- 
man of the: Union Pacific Railway Di- 
rectorate, and A. P, Thom, Chief Coyn- 
sel for the Southern Railroad, The ap- 
plication of the billl’s prohibition against 
interlocking Directorates to railroads, 
they declared, would mean the disrup- 
tion of all the great railway systems of 
the country. 

The critics of the bill took the view 
that there might be amplé ground for 
forbidding the interlocking management 
of great industrial corporations, whose 
affairs ordinarily were clothed with sec- 
recy and who might, through common 
officials, work material wrongs to the 
public without detection. But the rail- 
roads, they pointed out, had no secrecy. 
The harm a railroad could do would be 
in imposing rates and conditions of traf- 
fic, they said. But such wrongs were 
already prevented by the powers vested 
in the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
A flat prohibition of interlocking con- 
trol, they argued, would simply tear 
systems asunder and divorce 4ll branch 
lines from the parent trunk, 

“The enactment into law, of this 
bill,” said Mr. Leyett, “in my opinion, 
would cause the greatest shock to rail- 
road securities that has been felt in 
years. I came here to represent the 
railroad executives. 

‘““What I say is submitted with the 
hope that it will help the committee in 
its efforts to pass just legislation. I 
recognize that there is a demand for 
some of the proposed legislation. The 
railroad men wish to give their views 
as to the effect ot the enactment into 
law of fie provisions of this measure.

“WOMEN BEING TORTURED!” 


Woman Shouts at the King—She and 
Her Companions Ejected, Shriek- 
ing and Kicking. 


LONDON, May 11.—A ‘“ command ”’ 
performance was given to-night at the 
Royal Opera House, Covent Garden. 
King George ordered the gala entertain- 
ment in honor of the King and Queen of 
Denmark, who are paying their acces- 
sion visit to this country. 

The programme consisted of scenes 
from ‘‘ La Tosca,”’ ‘‘La Bohéme,” and 
““ Alda.”” The singers included Melba 
and Emmy Destinn. 

The audience included the leaders of 
the political, diplomatic, and _ social 
worlds of London, the men in the uni- 
forms of their rank, and the women in 
beautiful gowns and jewels of untold 
value. 

The scene, which was of great bril- 
liancy, was for a time marred by a 
auffragette demonstration. In the course 
of an interlude a suffragette rose in the 
balcony stalls and shouted: ‘* King 
George, women are being tortured in 
your dominions.” 

Two men sitting nearby seized the 
disturber and dragged her outside, while 
other men ejected women with her who 
started demonstrating. They shrieked, 
kicked, and clawed as they were being 
carried from the building. Meanwhile 
other suffragettes in the gallery above 
the royal box threw down a great 
quantity of suffragette leaflets. 
King George and Queen Mary, with 
their royal guests and thirty other mem- 
bers of royalty, occupied a box in the 
middle of the house. With the Members 
of the Diplomatic Corps and their wives 
on one side and the Cabinet Ministers 
and their wives on the other. The 
greater part of the other boxes and 
many of the stalls were likewise occu- 
pied by the guests of the monarchs, so 
that the general public had to be con- 
tent with the upper galleries. 

White and scarlet, the Danish colors, 
predominated in the decorations. The 
proscenium was decorated with crimson 
and gold roses. In the extreme corners 
were nr olden cornucopias with 
masses of crimson roses falling from 
them. Depending from these were large 
festoons reaching from the crown com- 
posed of yellow flowers.

TRIED TO SMUGGLE A DOG. 


Mrs. Maxine Neiss, an American, is 
Fined $25 at Dover.

LONDON, May 11.—Mrs. Maxine 
Neiss, an American, was fined £5 
($25) at Dover to-day for trying to 
smuggle her pet dog into England 
after landing from the steamer from 
Calais. 

It was stated that Mrs. Neiss denied 
possessing a dog, but while she had 
gone to her husband to get the keys 
for her luggage, a customs officer 
found the side of a bag torn and saw 
the dog inside. 


ALLEGES BIG ARMS SCANDAL 


Dr. Liebknecht Makes Further Rev- 
elations In the Reichstag. 


BERLIN, May 11.—The well-known 
Socialist Deputy, Dr. Karl Liebknecht, 
who last year made the sensational 
charge that officials of the Prussian 
War Office had accepted bribes from 
the Krupp Company in return for mili- 
tary documents, which resulted in the 
conviction of several officers and oth- 
ers, to-night made an attack in the 
Reichstag on the international and espe- 
cially the German armaments industry. 

He declared that this industry in Ger- 
many represented at least $125,000,000 of 
invested capital and that many former 
high Government officials and army 
and navy officers were members of the 
Krupp Board of Management. 

The same was true, he asserted, of 
other German armament firms, and all 
had international connections. The 
Krupp Company was in the combination 
with the Skoda works, which were con- 
ducted with English and French capital. 

Dr. Liebknecht further declared that 
Dr. Hermann S. Paasche, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Reichstag, and the new 
Minister of the Interior, Count von Loe- 
bell, were members of the Directorate 
of the Ehrhardt Works; that the Loewe 
Small Arms Company embraced Belgian, 
French, and Italian firms; that an in- 
ternational powder trust was also in 
existence, and that banks were involved. 
He named the Deutsche Bank and the 
Disconto-Gesellschaft. 

Similarly, he charged that the war- 
ship industry was international, and 
named Vice Admiral von Sack as “ go- 
between ’’ for the armaments industry 
and foreign countries. He said that 
high State, army, and navy officials 
were members of the directorate of a 
prominent optical instrument firm which 
overcharged the army 150 marks for 
every field glass of a certain kind. 

















ROOSEVELT DID NOT 
DEMAND PAY AT RIO 


Brazilian Historical Institute 
Disposes of Widely Cir- 
culated Story. 


LETTER TO JOHN BARRETT 


The Colonel Never Solicited or Re- 
ceived Anything for His Lecture 
at Rio Janeiro Last October. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Through 
John Barrett, Director General of the 
Pan-American Union, the Brazilian His- 
torical and Geographical Institute of Rio 
Janeiro, has issued an explicit denial of 
the report that Col. Theodore Roosevelt, 
on his visit to the Brazilian capital last 
Autumn, demanded and received pay- 
ment for delivering an address before 
the institute. 

This story has been widely circulated, 
and many inquiries were made of the 
authorities of the institute without 
bringing any response. 

Tue New York Timss cabled to the 
institute when the story obtained circu- 
latiun, and that fact is mentioned in the 
official statement sent to Mr. Barrett. 

The denial is contained in the follow- 
ing letter received by Mr. Barrett to- 
day: 

From Brazilian Historical and Geo- 

graphical Institute, 
io de Janeiro, April 10. 
To the Hon. John Barrett, Director 
neral of the Pan-American 
Union: 

This association is continually in 
receipt of inquiries for information as 
to an alleged payment made by the 
institute to Mr. Theodore Roosevelt. 

Notwithstanding the fact that it was 
thought better at first not to answer 
any such inquiries, the association has 
come to the conclusion to request the 
Hon. John Barrett in his capacity as. 
Director General of the Pan-American 
Union to have the kindness to state 
publicly on behalf of the institute, and 
with its full authorization, that: 

Mr. Theodore Roosevelt never did 
solicit from the Brazilian Historical 
and Geographical Institute, nor was he 
ever paid by the institute, any sum of 
money whatever for the only address 
he delivered at the institute, on Oct. 
13, 1913, when he took possession of 
his chair as an honorary member of 
the institute. 

Count d’Alfonso, President of the in- 
stitute, has already made an identical 
declaration in the Jornal do Com- 
mercio. 

By making public this statement, 
which is absolutely true and which I 
am transmitting to you in my capacity 
of First Permanent Secretary of the 
institute, Mr. Barrett will confer an 
invaluable service to the institute by 
relieving it from answering directly 
cables from The Daily News, New 
York World, New York Times, and 
letters from L. J. Byres, (Coldwater, 
Mich.,) H. Louderbough, (New Jersey 
Paint Works,) and Harry W. Baldwin, 
(Municipal Court of the City of New 
York,) also The New York Sun, and 
Mr. O. O. Kirkham, (Lawton, Okla- 


homa.)

EARTHQUAKE VICTIMS 200. 


Shocks Near Mount Etna Continue, 
but No More Damage Is Reported. 


CATANIA, May 11.—The official esti- 
mate of the dead as a result of the 
earthquake on May 8, which destroyed 
many villages on the eastern slope of 
Mount Etna, places the number at close 
to 200. This is said to be the largest 
percentage ever recorded, considering 
the small area affected by the disturb- 
ance. 

Several slight earthquake shocks were 
registered by the observatory here to- 
day, but no further damage was re- 
ported. 

The injured total many hundreds, ana 
from time to time the number is added 
to by the finding beneath the ruins of 
others who were unable to extricate 
themselves owing to fractured limbs. 

Army, navy, and civilian authorities 
to-day continued their efforts to re- 
lieve the distress of the thousands of 
Sicilians deprived of their homes and 
property by the earthquake. 

Many of the peasants afflicted by the 
catastrophe are migrating from the dis- 
trict, taking with them all they could 
recover of their personal effects and 
leading their farm animals with them. 
Others for the present refuse to move 
from the scene until they know the fate 
of their missing relatives. 





ROME, May 11.—Thomas Nelson Page, 
the United States Ambassador, to-day 
conveyed to the Marquis di San Giu- 
liano, the Italian Foreign Minister, the 
sympathy of the American Government 
and people with Italy in connection with 
the disastrous earthquake in Sicily. 

In reply the Foreign Minister said Italy 
remembered with gratitude the practical 
sympathy displayed by America during 
former calamities. 

Both the Marquis di San Giuliano and 
the President of the Italian Red Cross 
expressed their thanks for the contribu- 
tion of $5,000 from the American Red 
Cross toward the relief of the sufferers.

KAISER ENDED RATE WAR. 


Ballin Tells Guests on Vaterland Em- 
peror’s Intervention Was Effective. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

BERLIN, May 11.—The great new 
Hamburg-American liner Vaterland 
carried out a successful all-day trial 
trip from Cuxhaven to Helgoland and 
other points in the North Sea to-day. 
On board was a company of. distin- 
guished guests, including the Crown 
Prince of Bavaria. 

Addressing the guests at a luncheon, 
Herr Ballin, Managing Director of the 
line, stated that he was committing no 
breach of confidence in saying that it 
was the “high decree of interven- 
tion” of the Kaiser which recently 
averted war between the German 
shipping lines and induced them to 
pool their issues for the next fifteen 
years. 

As the Vaterland passed the Island 
of Helgoland at midday the coast bat- 
teries fired a salute of twenty-one 
guns in her honor. 

The giant liner will now complete 
her final preparations for her depart- 
ure for New York on Thursday. Ger- 
many looks upon the maiden trip of 
the world’s greatest steamship as an 


event of both national and historic 
magnitude. 


FINDS 450-MILE ICE FIELD. 


Uranium Gets Through It by a Nar- 
row Passage Off Newfoundland. 


HALIFAX, N. S., May 11.—Ice fields 
of unusual length lying off the New- 
foundland coast and the Grand Banks 
were reported to-night by Capt. Agassiz 
of the steamer Uranium, which put in 
here on her voyage from Rotterdam for 
New York. 

Capt. Agassiz’s observations and those 
of the revenue cutter Seneca, which is 
acting as an ice patrol, show the 
Presence of a broken field of ice ex- 
tending more than 450 miles. The 
Seneca reported by radiogram to the 
Uranium that there was ice from 42 to 
47 degrees north latitude. The Uranium 
was headed for 47% degree, but met an 
impenetrable ice barrier. Capt. Agassiz 
made for 49.15 degrees only to en- 
counter more ice, and then returned to 
47.18 degrees, where a narrow lane was 
found through which the steamer 
threaded its way tor eleven miles to 
open water. 

The lane proved a thoroughfare of grexi 
convenience to five other steamers, 
which also passed in safely, the large 
floes .visible on either side. 


SENTENCED FOR DESERTION. 


Schroeder Escaped from Fortress 
and Became American Citizen. 


COLOGNE, May 11.—An American 
citizen named Schroeder was sentenced 


to-day by a court-martial to thirteen 
nionths’ imprisonment: for desertion. 
Schroeder was a cannoneer in the 
Twenty-sixth Artillery Regiment. He 
was sentenced in 1886 to one and a half 
years’ imprisonment for desertion. He 
served the sentence and then received 
a further sentence for insubordination. 
Schroeder made his escape from the 
Cologne fortress and proceeded to the 
United States, where he became nat- 
uralized. He returned to Germany some 
months ago and was arrested at the 
home of his brother at Heidelberg. The 
military authorities had venewed the 
process against him in 1909 and 1912, 
ag preventing him from evading the 
aw. 


DROPPED BOMBS ON MOORS. 


Airman One of the Principal Fac- 
tors In a French Victory. 


FEZ, May 11.—A French military 
aviator was one of the principal factors 
in yesterday’s victory of the French 
troops over the Moors at Teza, which 
gave the French command of the key 
to the eastern approaches to Fez. 

The airman flew back and forth over 
the Moorish positions, and from the air 
directed the fire of the French artil- 
lery. At the same time he dropped a 
number of bombs among the Moors, 
who eventually became demoralized and 
fled, leaving many dead on the field. 


PICTURE MUTILATOR FREED. 


Woman Who Slashed Sargent’s 
Portrait of Henry James Released. 


LONDON, May 11.—Mrs. Mary Wood, 
the militant suffragette who on May 4 
mutilated the portrait of Henry James, 
the novelist, by John Singer "wargent. 
R. A., the celebrated American artist, 
in the Royal Academy, was released 
temporarily from prison to-day under 
the ‘“‘ Cat and Mouse”’ act. 

Mrs. Wood was in a very weak condi- 
tion from the effects of a “ hunger and 
thirst strike’’ which she started after 
her arrest on the day of the Outrage. 





























WOODS TO BECOME 
LONDON PRODUCER 


Forms an English Corporation 
of $150,000 Capital to Ex- 
ploit American Plays. 


BRITISH WANT OUR HUMOR 


London Season Bad Aside from 
American Comedies, Says Manager 
Just Returned—His Fall Plans. 


Al H. Woods, the theatrical manager, 
announced last night that he had 
formed an English theatrical corpora- 
tion in London and would embark upon 
productions in that country on a large 
scale. Mr. Woods, who sailed from New 


York on April 7, returned here last Sat- | 


urday on the Imperator. 

““T have formed an English company, 
which is capitalized at $150,000,” said 
Mr. Woods, ‘‘ which will be called ‘Al 
woods, Ltd.’ While I had this scheme 
in mind some time ago, I was impelled 
to put it through at once because of 
my firm belief that the time is ripe for 
American productions in London. The 
formation of this company will necessi- 
tate my going to London ir order to 
produce plays there in April, May, June, 
and July. I have opened a London of- 
fice, and shall hereafter arrange to di- 
vide my time between that city and 
New York. The vogue of ‘ Potash ana 
Perlmutter,’ which is the biggest hit 
now playing in London, and of George 
M. Cohan’s ‘ Broadway Jones,’ which is 
playing to 3,500 people at every per- 
formance, with Seymour Hicks and El- 
laline Terris in the principal parts, are 
assuredly indicative of what the Eng- 
lish public wants. Both of these plays 
are American comedies, full 
‘American humor’ which we insist our 
British cousins do not understand, but 
which I believe is exactly what they 
want. 

‘* Outside of the success of ‘ Potash’ 
and ‘ Broadway Jones,’ the London sea- 
son has been very bad. Business at the 
present time is worse theatrically than 
it has been in several seasons. I have 
given four successes to London, namely, 
‘The Girl in the Taxi,’ which was pro- 
duced at the Lyric; ‘ Potash and Perl- 
mutter,’ now at the Queens; ‘ Within the 
Law,’ at the Haymarket, and ‘ Mam’zelle 
Tra-la-la,’ now at the Lyric, and so [am 
emboldened to think that I know enough 
about’ what the English theatregoers 
want to get into the field as a London 
producer. 

‘*T did not go to London for the pur- 
pose of buying a play, for I think we 
are turning out better dramatic material 
in America at present. With the ex- 
ception of Shaw’s ‘ Pygmalion’ no na- 
tive play is making a record there. The 
British public is tired of the teacup 
drama—what is needed there is what 
we want here—the play with a punch. 
Shaw gives the intellectual punch, which 
pleases the ‘ highbrows,’ but there is 
no one writing for the general theatre- 
going public who knows how to admin- 
ister it as our American playwrights 


do. 

**My first London production will be 
made in October, when I shall present 
Ethel Levy in ‘ The Girl from Ciro’s.’ 
Miss Levy has been appearing at the 
London ippodrome for two seasons 
past; she has an immense personal pop- 
ularity, but I am elated at having ar- 
ranged for her appearance under my 
management. While I did not go to 
London with the intention of buying 
material, I was tempted to purchase one 
play which is by H. C. M. Hardinge, 
and is called ‘ Children of Earth.’ It 
has never been produced before, and I 
will put it on here in the Fall. 

‘““My Fall plans will include ‘ The 
Grass Widow,’ a musical play by Chan- 
ning Pollock and Rennold Wolf, au- 
thors of ‘The Beauty Shop’ and ‘ The 
Red Widow’; ‘.The High Cost of Lov- 
ing,’ a farce adapted from the German 
by Frank Mandel, with Weber and 
Fields united in the principal réles, if 
negotiations now pending go through. 
This will be the first time the German 
comedians have ever appeared in a. play 
without music. 

“One of the most important of my 
productions is a play entitled ‘ Inno- 
cent.’ The title is the name of the 
heroine—the part to be played by a well- 
known star, This is a drama adapted 
from the Hungarian by George Broad- 
hurst. John Mason, appearing in ‘ The 
Yellow Ticket,’ will start under my

WIMBORNE PICKS 
ENGLISH POLO TEAM 


Tomkinson, Bingham, Barrett, 
and Hunter Selected——Cheape 
Declines to Come. 


BARON CHANGES HIS MIND 


Decides Again to Assume. Responsi- 
bility of Team After Others Re- 
fuse to Select Players. 


LONDON, May 11.—Baron Wimborne, 
manager of the English polo team which 
has challenged for the International Polo 
Trophy held by the United States, to- 
day decided to sail for America May 23 
with a polo team composed of Mr. Tom- 
kinson, Major J. Y. D. Bingham, Major 
F. W. Barrett, and Major ©. F. Hunter. 

Lord Wimborne’s. efforts since the 
weakness of the team was made appar- 
ent to inducé some other team to under- 
take the task of trying to capture the 
Polo Challenge Cup from America hav- 
ing failed, he decided to make the best 
of a bad bargain and take the team over 
himself. He will sail with it. on the 
Carmania May 23. The ponies, number- 
ing 35, will be sent over a, week earlier. 

Lord Wimborne has stipulated that 
his team shall have two games on the 
~~ Brook grounds, on June 2 and 


Capt. Cheape has declined the invita- 
tion to become a member of Wim- 
borne’s team. He explained that he was 
unable to go unless with Buckmaster’s 
team, as it was too late to get in with 
strange players and pontes. 

In reply to a question as to how he 
eonsidered the chances of his team, Lord 
Wimborne said to-night, with a smile: 
“JT do not think our team so bad that 
it has ne chance.” 

That Capt. Buckmaster’s team is a 
much better one he frankly admitted. 
‘““That team,” he said, “‘ would, I be- 
lieve, stand an excellent chance of re- 
capturing the cup. It undoubtedly is the 
best in England. I did my best in a 
long conference with Buckmaster day 
to persuade him to let his team take the 
place of mine and play for the cup, but 
to my great regret he could not see his 

it." 

Lerd Wimborne added that his term 
would undoubtedly be able to give a 
much better account of itself if the 
American Polo Association had been able 
to agree to the postponement of the con- 
tests until Autumn. The early date of 
the contests, he said, would undoubted- 
ly prove a handicap to the English chal- 
lengers, because it involved the select- 
ing of a team in the Winter and did not 
allow time enough for the team to get 
into shape. 

“Tf = team is defeated,’’ said Lord 
Wimborne, ‘‘and unless the date is 
altered to late Autumn, I do not think 
another team will go to America and 
the cup would remain there by default. 
As a matter of fact, this is not alto- 
gether an international competition. At 
some future time a really International 
Cup may come into existence. under the 
management of an international com- 
mittee, which will fix a date convenient 
to all concerned.” ; 

Although there is much disappoint- 
ment among English polo players and 
great regret over the action of Buck- 
master, who says he is done with inter- 
national contests and could not take his 
team to America, considerable hope ex- 
ists that Lord Wimborne’s team as now 
constituted will make a better showing 
than expected. 


Now that Lord Wimborne has as- 
sumed the entire responsibility of the 
assembling of a ‘team to represent Great 
Britain, American poloists are rejoiced 
that the possibility of a withdrawal of 
the challenge no longer exists. hey 
care nothing about the personnel of the 
team, only hoping that it will be strong 
enough to give them as hard a fight as 
they had a year ago. They are satis- 
fied with the assurance that a team 
will be here to carry out the terms of 
the challenge, and express a hope that 
the unfortunate misunderstanding will 
in no way tend to sever the amicable 
relations existing between the polo play- 
ers of the two countries.

Lord Wimborne Admits English 
Polo Team Is Weak.

LONDON, May 11.—The work of 
the Hurlingham Club’s Advisory Com- 
mittee on Saturday, looking to the 
bolstering up of Lord Wimborne’s tot- 
tering team by the addition of Capt. 
Cheape and Lord Wodehouse, came to 
nought. 
Capt. Cheape replied to-day, regret-

Checkmated at every effort to put 
a better team in the field, Lord Wim- 
borne, after a long conference with 
the Hurlingham Club committee, acted 
like @ true sportaman and announced 
practically the original team to go to 
America, although he knew it was not 
the strongest England could and ought 
to send. The team will be composed of 
No. 1, Tomkinson; No. 2, Bingham; 
No, 3, Barrett, and back, Hunter. Ac- 
companied by Lerd and Lady Wim- 
borne the team will sail on the Car- 
mania on May 23. There is a possi- 


bility that Major Mathew-Lannowe 
will also make one of the party, but if 
not, the team will have only Lord 
Wimborne as a substitute in case of 
an accident, because Lord Wimborne, 
as he himself sadly confessed to-night, 
could not induce any first class player 
to join his. team. Thirty-five polo 
pontes will sail on the steamer Min- 
neapolis on Saturday.

INTO WATER AT BATH} # 


Miss Frances Clark Names 
Second of the Cup 
Defenders. 


TRIALS ON THE SOUND 


Tri-City Syndicate GSleop Will Be 
Taken to Greenwich After Being 
Fitted for Its Test Races. 


BATH, Me., May 11.—No Yankee clip- 
per ever made her plunge into the sea 
amid heartier cheers and good wishes 
than followed the cup defense candidate 
Defiance as she slid gracefully into the 
Kennebec to-day. 

Within an hour after launching the 
Second of the three America’s Cup boats 
built this season had her mast on end, 
and by the last of the week she will be 
ready for her work. 

The yacht carries the hopes of her 
fifteen Philadelphia,-New York, and 
Boston backers, but all Maine also has, 
taken unusual interest in her welfare, 
and several thousands witnessed the 
launching.

Walter Clark of Philadelphia, Treasurer 
of the syndicate, performed the time- 
honored christening ceremony, standing 
at the heel of the bowsprit and smash- 
ing the traditional bottle on the capstan 
head. The yacht, which had been built 
bow first, had started for the river, and 
her forward underbody was already 
touching it when Miss Clark smote the 
shining brass winch. The wine spouted

Amidships stood George E Bracken of 
Greenwich, Conn., the Chairman of the 
syndicate and the yacht’s master hand 
in the coming races.

York Yacht Club. Sitting at the oars 
of the rowboat in the slip was George 
Owen of Newton, the designer, while on 
the wharf and on excursion steamers, in 
fact at every point of vantage, were in-, 
habitants of the old shipbuilding port, 
shouting and cheering. 

The crowd saw in the Defiance _an 
able-bodied, powerful looking boat. Her 
lines are longer than those of the Reso- 
lute, which was launched two weeks 
ago, but her bilges are fuller and her 
keel is more extended. Her topsides are 
of polished mahogany and run up quite 
straight, but she has some sheer and a 
bow that is impressive. 

Unlike conditions which have pre- 
vailed at the launching of other de- 
fenders within the last twenty . 
there was no secrecy about the pro- 
ceedings to-day. The Defiance rested 
on her cradle just outside the boat shed 
all the forenoon. Thousands looked her 
over critically, and hundreds of cam- 
eras were snapped at her. 

A northwester’ snapped the signal 
flags which had been strung over the 
deck on two jury masts, from the trucks 
of which flew the burgee of the New 
York Yacht Club and Mr. Pynchon’s 
private signal. 

A e bow was the starry blue jack, 
while the American yacht ensign hung 
over the taffrail. 

The rear end of the cradle had been 
tilted up a bit, but a couple of jacks 
gave it another lift and at 1:55 P. M. 
ths tackle hawsers were severed. 

The yacht started easily, and before 
she had gathered any great headway 
the bow had struck the water. In an- 
other moment she was afloat and glid- 
ing out of the slip. There was no sud- 
den drop, as was the case when the 
Resolute was launched, but a moder- 
ately rapid slide into the water.

THE COURT HOUSE PLANS. 

The publication in Tue Times yes- 
terday of the revised plans for the 
new Court House site will serve to re- 
lieve the apprehension that there 
might be no.new home for the-County 
Courts in the Hfetime of the, present 
generation. The plans are promising. 
Much labor will be saved, and much 
money, too, by the shifting of the site 
somewhat eastward. The proposed 
construction of a new boulevard from 
the terrace of the Court House north- 
eastward through-a part of this bor- 
ough which is now disgracefully neg- 
lected, to the Manhattan Bridge Plaza; 
is an improvement the valve of which 
does not’call for debate. It is likely 
that the members of the Real Estate 
Board, which has of late developed a 
harshly critical spirit in regard to 
the plans for the Court House, will 
find much to approve in this feature 
of the scheme now put forward by 
; proreuss President McANENY. «The 
whole matter is in the hands of 
the Board of Estimate’s Committee 
on City Plans, and hearings will be 
given to any objections that may be 
‘offered by the Real Estate Board or 
others. But it is believed that the 
preliminaries to the building of the 
Court House are now nearly finished. 
Within five years we should have a 
realization of Mr. Guy LOWELL’s idea 
of a circular temple of the law, sur- 
rounded by other public improve- 
ments. 

Meanwhile, with the attention of 
Congress largely absorbed by matters 
of national importance, a movement 
is afoot to spend from $200,000 to 
$300,000 in patching up the unsightly 
old Mullet building for the use of the 
Federal Government. The Mullet 
building should be removed altogether 
and the land it occupies should be re- 
turned to the City for the restoration 
of City Hall Park. No better site for 
a Federal Building can be found than 
in the neighborhood of the new Court 
House. There, in time, we hope to 
have also a State Building and a new 
house for the Criminal Courts. The 
attempt to prolong the life of MUL- 
LET’S building, which has been an 
eyesore for'so many years, should be 
defeated. 








THE SEIZED LIGHTHOUSE. 

The seizure of the Lobos Island 
Light by the United States is not an 
act of which HvERTA can complain as 
a violation of the agreement to sus- 
pend hostilities. A lighthouse is not a 
fortress, and Lobos Island cannot be 
made to serve as a base of military 
operations. 

The seizure of the light, in fact, was 
not so much a military act as one of 
humanity. The Mexican Coast is dan- 
gerous, the powerful Lobes fsland 
Light fs one upon which navigators 
must depend for a knowledge of their 
position and for guidance. It was re- 
ported that the Mexicans had eaused 
the light to be extinguished, as they 
had done with lighthouses on the west 
‘coast. The situation was one of dan- 
ger, danger not only to our own war- 
ships, our transport vessels, and ves- 
sels bearing refugees, but to the ves- 
sels of any nation skirting that coast. 
The occasion demanded action, and 
prompt action,’ not alone in our in- 
terest but in the interest of humanity, 
of all the world. The seizure of the 
lighthouse is not related to the sus- 
pension of hostilities in any way which 
calls for protest from HUERTA. 





INJUNCTIONS AND CONTEMPTS. 
The Supreme Court has decided that 
the officers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor should not now be 
punished for contempt of the injunc- 
tion .forbidding them to - prosecute 
their boycott of the Bucks Stove Com- 
pany. Twice the officers were sen- 
tenced for acts which: the. Supreme 
Court does not deny were committed, 
but which are now so stale. that the 
highest court thinks the matter should 
be allowed to drop. And yet there is 
no sign of, lack of diligence in the 
prosecution. The second prosecution 
Was begun on the day after the first 
was annulled for technical reasons 
having no bearing on the respect due 
the courts, and’ their right to en- 
force it upon those not showing ‘it. 
The defendants are to be congrat- 
ulated on their luck and their lawyers. 
Malefactors have. the advantage only 
in being better advised regarding the 
avoidance of contempts. If capital-. 
ists had been in contempt it is hardly: 
doubtfal that it would have gone more 
hardly. with them than with the con- 
temnors’ now freed ‘with a qualified: 
permission to go and boycott at will!

Their power 
is greater than that of almost any 
combination against them. A com- 
bination which claims membership 
of more than a million, organized 
throughout thé continent, and with 
foreign affiliations, has demonstrated 
its will and power to crush ordinary 
unorganized capitalists, taking them 
Their power 
against individuals is less important 
than their power in public affairs. 
Their. power to enact statutes should 
be .observed with care, and their 
power to require compliance with their 
extra-statutory edicts should be chal-- 
lenged, and justification required. 
But where is there any sign of offi- 
cial challenge of acts for which many 
judicial condemnations can be cited?

her contemporaries in the r6le of 
Isolde or equaled the best of them as 
Briinnhilde, Elsa, and Kundry. But 
any person familiar with the modern 
German music-drama who has de- 
rived his ideas of those great rdles 
from her performances alone has not 
missed much, if any, of their. spirit. 
The list of American women who have 
won renown all over the world in 
opera is long and notable, but none of 
them has surpassed Norpica in vocal 
power, artistic comprehension, dra- 
matic skill or ambition. Most of us 
can recall something of her vocal tones 
and retain agreeable memories of her 
grace and charm, not only in the char- 
acters of Wagnerian music-drama, but 
in such dramatic operas as “ Aida,”

skill and sympathy in modern German 
opera were cordially admitted at Bai- 
reuth and Munich, her fame was rec- 
ognized in every city in which grand 
opera was sung in her time. 

Her gifts were not inherited. She 
was an American of New England an- 
cestry, and there was no artistic im- 
petus in her early training. Yet she was 
pre-eminently an artist, and one for 
whom in her prime no allowances were 
ever made. As actress and singer she 
was judged by the highest standards. 
The personality of Mme. NokpiIca was 
one of her best gifts. Of commanding 
figure, comely and gracious, she at- 
tracted to her hosts of friends who will 
feel her death as a personal loss. 








A PEACE PROTOCOL FOR COLORADO 

In his interview printed in THE AN- 
NALIST of May 11, Mr. JuLius HENRY 
CoHEN states that 7,556 grievances 
have béen settled in one of the gar- 
ment industries of this city by means 
of the “ protocol of peace” sigried by 
the cloakmakers in March, 1911. This 
should furnish food for thought to the 
business men of Denver, who in a cir- 
cular letter take unqualifiedly the side 
of the.“ open shop” ‘maintained . by 
Colorado’s mine operators, in these 
words: 

The question involved in the deplor- 
able Colorado situation is, Can 1,500 
union men voluntarily quit their em- 
ployment and then by acts of intimi- 
dation | and: violence, amounting to 
actual warfare, prevent 10,000 non- 
union miners from continuing at their 
work when they desire to do so? 
Would any employer of labor be justi- 
fied. in not making an effort to pro- 
tect the 10,000 loyal employés in their 
inalienable right to work against the 
unlawful interference of these strikers? 

° 


That is not the whole question, 
though true so far as it goes. The 
impartial and eminent arbitrators ap- 
pointed by Mr. RoosEVELT to hear ‘both 
sides of the controversy in the strike 
of the anthracite miners of Pennsyl- 
vania in 1902 reported: 

Its history is stained with a record 
of riot and bloodshed culminating in 
three murders, unprovoked save by the 
fact that two of. the victims were 
asserting their right to work and an- 
other as\an officer of the law was 
performing his duty in attempting to 
preserve the peace. Men who chose to 
be employed or who remained: at work 
Were’ assailed and threatened and they 

and their families terrorized and in- 
timidated, °

Had‘they been organized in an 
open union that recognized the right 
of men to contract individually with 
their employers and admitted them to 


its ranks, guaranteeing discipline and: 


the’ peaceful settlement of grievances 
by’ representative methods, the war 
in Colorado would: have had no occa- 
sion, The conduct of business in this 
country has everywhere shown that 
organization is best.. And the “ pro- 
tocol” arrangement shows its highest 
development in industrial relations. 
The operators in Colorado have con- 
fused the issues, In fighting the closed 
shop they have also fought the princi- 
ple of organization, which is a quite 
different matter. The result has been 
chaos. The Anthracite Strike Commis- 
sion also said: 

Experience shows that the more full 
the recognition given to a trades union 
the more businesslike and responsible 
it becomes. Through dealings with busi- 
ness men in business matters, its more 
intelligent, conservative, and responsi- 
ble members come to the front and 
gain general control and direction of 
its affairs: If the energy of the em- 
ployer is directed to discouragement 
and repression of the union, he need 
not be surprised if the more radically 
inclined members are the ones most 
frequently heard. 

That is the lesson which, we think,

“SAFETY FIRST” IN FORESTS. 

Signs of “Safety First” have been 
commendably placed by the New York 
Central Railroad at conspicuous points 
of its stations and yards. But it 
pleads with the up-State Public Service 
Commission to rescind the order to 
use oil-burning locomotives in the Adi- 
rondacks during the daytime in the 
dry months of the year. These: loco- 
motives do not drop live coals or emit 
live sparks. 

The Association, for the Protection of 
the Adirondacks has joined forces with 
the State Conservation Commission 
and the Empire State Forest Products 
Association in a brief praying that the 
order to burn oil remain in force. Since 
it became effective the forest fires that 
were common along the lire of the 
New York Central have been greatly 
diminished. The forest fires attributed 
to this line in 1908 required 20,786 
days’. labor to extinguish, burned over 
59,501 acres of timber owned by the 
State and 4,946 acres of waste land, 
and destroyed over $100,000 worth of 
logs, lumber, and buildings. Not con- 
sidering the burning of the soil that 
forbade future growth of timber and 
the destruction of the forest sponge 
that aids in preventing floods, the di- 
rect money loss exceeded $1,000,000. 
The record of 1918, with oil-burning 
locomotives, shows only 14,000 acres 
burned by fires attributable to the 
railroad, as compared with the 138,000 
acres burned in 1908 by such fires 
started by sparks and live coals. 

Coal-burning engines affording bet- 
ter combustion and greater efficiency 
than the old coal-burners are now pro-' 


posed for installation by the: railroad. | 


But it is conceded that not one of the 
new devices of this type will of itself 
prevent sparks or greatly decrease the 
danger. It is not a question of the 
somewhat increased cost of oil. The 
State’s forests are endangered, and-the 
rule is “ safety first.”

‘tention have made without’ compulsion, 
as profitable to themselves. 

Any newspaper that demands the 
abolition, or even the rigid restriction, of 
billboard advertising is likely to be 
charged with selfish motives, but, the 
basis for such accusation is slight, for 
the two forms of publicity are so differ- 
ent that in fact the rivalry of neither is 
at all feared by the other. The .objec- 
tions to the big signs are intrinsic.

All three meet 
a demand so nearly universal that their 
admitted evil potentialities are presum- 
ably counterbalanced when the account 
is balanced. 
' Mr. Epison says that cigarettes dull 
the mind. So does a good dinner, and, 
still more, kind nature’s sweet restorer, 
sleep—for a -while.. Somebody should

YOUTHFUL WAR HEROES. 


Country’s Recent Battles Have Been 
Fought Largely by “‘ Boys.” 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

“In reading over the accounts of the 
capture of Vera Cruz, I was impressed 
by the age of the men who gave their 
lives for their country. They were in 
fact young boys. I understand that 
the average age of the American sailors 
now stationed in Mexican waters is 
under 22 years.

But I 
do not believe that age in ‘itself is en- 
titled to consideration. We have too 
many men who are willing to exploit 
youth for their own gain, and: believe 
that they have a perfect right to do so.

@ very thorough job of ‘‘ spanks ’’\in two 
minutes, where it takes perhaps an 
hour to appeal.to that child through its 
undeveloped mind. -But which is more 


satisfactory—to have that child go from 


its punishment in a. rebellious, bewild- 
ered state of mind, without the slight- 
est.conception of why the deed for which 
he was punished was wrong, or to have 
him realize all the truth and be led to 
believe that it was wrong because so 
and.so, and voluntarily to choose to ab- 
stain from doing it again? 

I find in the vernacular of the east 
side the term “ spanking ’’ is not large- 
ly used. .The expression “hitting” is 
the popular one, and I find there is no 
lack of this among the present-day 
parents. That the privilege has been 
taken away from most people in charge 
of children is in my belief wise, for 
very few there are who would punish or 
“spank ’”’ wisely. They would often do 
it as so many parents do—when they are 
in a temper, thus performing one of the 
most cruel and unjust acts toward a 
child. If my patience is tried to the 
breaking point and I am perhaps filled 
with rage with some act of a naughty 
child, I send the child to-a room and 
I go to mine to wait until I have be- 
come perfectly calm. Then I am ready 
to reason with the child. If a spanking 
is inevitable I. convince the child that 
that is the only thing needed, and he 
usually takes his medicine philosophi- 
cally. and it sinks in and has the de- 
sired effect, 

Is it not barely possible that the “ old- 
time bad boy’ who was “ spanked and 
reformed’ is the unwise “hitter” of 
to-day, and is not getting any nearer 
the truth with his children than our 
“spanking parents” did with theirs? 

The great need'is for some one to 
plan a course of enlightenment for

I know it is said that in’ the management 
of their business they have sometimes used 
unjustifiable means to get the advantage of 
competitors. Perhaps they have, but, as- 
suming this to be true, is it just to attack 
them in this indiscriminate manner, forget- 
ting entirely the enormous service they have 
rendered to humanity? If it be said that 
they have done this as part of their business, 
is there anything better a man ean do than 
to manage his business so that the great 
masg of mankind are benefited? JUSTICE.

Medical Practice In Bermuda. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Allow me to correct misstatements in a re- 
port in your issue of to-day under the head- 
ing of ‘‘ Stricken Ill Aboard a Ship.’’. The 
report said that Mrs: Mary Mathews, a 
wealthy lady of Hartford, accompanied by a 
trained nurse, was taken seriously ill on 
board the Caribbean from Bermuda to New 
York. There is no doubt about the lady 
being very ill, but she igs not a wealthy 
lady, and she had not a trained nurse but a 
personal friend as fellow-voyager, and she is 
not to be kept on board the ship for a week, 
but returns to her home to-day, much better. 

There is a further error referring to the 
doctor of the ship, that the Bérmudians 
barred foreign doctors: from medical — 
tice in the island. This is not a fact. There 
is a by-law which prevents any doctor, Brit- 
ish or foreign, from practicing in Bermuda 
until his credentials are examined and he 
has undergene a medical and surgical exam- 
ination as to his fitness for practice, and has 
shown that he hes a clean record as to his 
social and professional standing. The state- 
ment that a medical man, British or other- 
wise, is debarred on account of his nation- 
ality, religion, or politics; is a libel on the 
generous-hearted Bermudians, whether pro- 
fessional cr ‘lay. I have never met kinder 
people than the old residents in Bermuda.

To the Editor of The New York: Times: 

Any patriotic American who is inter- 
ested in our development of native tal- 
ent, and’ the bringing to best fruition 


the skill and taste that is latent within | 


us, must learn with sofrow that the 
Building’ Committee of ‘the great Cathe- 
dral of St. John ‘the Divine ‘has found 
our native art unworthy and has desig- 
nated England as only” qualified to pro- 
duce fifteen of the most important win- 
dows that are to embellish the, edifice. 
During the period of the pre-Raphaelite 
movement in England ‘this spirit was 
rife in the minds of similar building 
committees throughout our land; to 
such an’ extent that our’ churehes are 
stamped by an allen product in church 
decoration which was but a local phase 
of the country that gave it birth, and 
in no wise characteristic of our own ar- 
tistic thought or evolution. . 


It is wéll known to those who’ have’ 


followed our art movement 6f the past 
thirty years that our’ native artists 


have’ developed ‘@ strong and brilliant 


product in the field of stained glass, 
that has led the world in that modern 
movement. That this work of unusual 
beauty has remained unseen and un- 
appreciated by our local building com- 
mittees need not- be a: matter of sur- 
prise... Their own aesthetic development 
has been circumscribed by their voca- 
tions, The average Director of a bank 
or President. of a corporation has not 
the leisure or interest when at home to 
keep . abreagt~ of the intellectual ad- 
vancement in our art. 
usually spent in Europe, where, under 
the guidance of his wife or daughter, 
he bores himself in a few cathedrals or 
trudges wearily: through’ the: galleries. 
With the practical ' judgment which 
characterizes his. mentality, he con- 
cludés that where art was produced 
there is where it must be produced to- 
day, and, therefore, a. safer place to 
invest his money in art works. The 
question of national pride in helping to 
make his own country the equal of its 
predecessors never enters his mind. 

It appears to me that we excel all 
other nations in the belief that nothing 
of home product in art equals the ad- 
mittedly inferior product of Europe. 
It is well known to us of the profes- 
sion that in skill of achievement we are 
to-day the equals, if not in many in- 
stances the superiors, of other nations. 
Furthermore, we have local color and 
beauty in our glass that has never been 
rivaled. Ask the average. business man 
to believe ‘this—he cannot.’ The fault 
lies not in’ our art, but in his mind. 
Thus we are retarded, and our native 
development is delayed. 

At one time I beliéved that the re- 
moval. of duty on works of art would 
open the eyes of our Wealthy. classes by 
giving them wider. opportunities of 
comparison; but it has not done away 
with the innate belief that a foreign- 
manufactured article is in some occult 
way superior to the home product. Wit- 
ness the conclusive tone of the sales- 
man when he tells you that “this ar- 
ticle was made in England,” France or 
Germany. As an artist I am perhaps 
not able to judge of fabrics or machin- 
ery, but in matters of art I would pre- 
sume on my opinion; and I certainly 
know that stained or painted glass is 
produced nowhere in the -world to-day 
comparable to what we. can do in these 
United States. The question of ecclesi- 
astical design is one which may -prop- 
erly be brought up. But are not’ our 
clergy’ able to: designate, 
the rendition of a churchly motif, 
equally with the ‘clergy of another 
country? After the abortive efforts of 
the, Building Committee of St. John the 
Divine to unite the’ Romanesque and 
the Gothic, to co-ordinate the labors of 
their various architects, do they think 
that by going abroad for their windows 
they are relieving themselves of all re- 
sponsibility? ‘ 

A certain wealthy gentleman, whose 
palace adorns upper Fifth Avenue, 
lacking faith in American talent, rolled 
up his plans and took them to Paris. 
The result of modern French talent is 
before all our eyes. 

An artist of my acquaintance was 

once commissioned to do a window for 
St. Thomas's Church. .After working 
for some time on his design, which 
met with approval, he was informed 
by his .wealthy pares ‘that when fin- 
ished it would go to England to be put 
in-glass. To this the artist would not

How long is this snobbishness to exist 
as a hindrance to the >, honeune devel- 
opment of our own American genius?

DIES AT WALDORF

Kentucky’s Largest Landholder 
‘Made a Courageous Fight 
Against Bright's Disease. 


LEFT ABOUT $20,000,000 


White Poor Teacher He Bought Op- 
tions on Coal Deposits—National 
Democratic Committeeman. 


After a long and courageous struggle, 
one which almost amazed his physicians 
toward the last because it showed the 
extraordinary vitality of the man, Col. 
John Caldwell Calhoun Mayo, who was 
known as the largest landholder ‘in 
Kentucky and was reputed to be the 
wealthiest man in that State, died from 
Bright’s disease yesterday. afternoon at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, Everything known 
to modern science had been done for 
him. His brother, Washington Mayo, 
three times gave his own blood for the 
transfusion operation which was tried 
in the hope of saving the life of the 
Kentucky capitalist, but without avail. 

During the last few days, Col. Mayo 
had several sinking spells, and at each 
time it was thought the end was com- 
ing. On Friday night he was reported 
‘to be. dying. On Sunday afternoon the 
‘physicians realized that he had entered 
the last stage of his illness, and it was 
believed that he could not last longer 
than six hours. But it was not until 
almost twenty-four hours later that he 
died. 

With Col. Mayo when he died were his 
wife, his son John, 12 years old, and: his 
daughter Margaret, aged 8; his father, 
C.. J. Mayo; his sister, Mrs, Frederick 
Atkinson, and her husband; his brother, 
Washington Mayo; J. E. Buckingham, 
who had been a close business associate 
for many years, and Mrs. Buckingham, 
and J. W. N. Stewart, his cousin and at- 
torney. 

The body will be taken in a private car 
at 9 o’clock this morning to Col. Mayo’s 
home at Paintsville, Ky., . where the 
funeral will take place at 10:30 Thursday 
morning. 

John C. C. Mayo was born a 
mountaineer, and, after educating 
self and teaching school for many 
years, was able to amass before his 
fiftieth year a fortune which is sup- 

osed to be in the neighborhood of 

20,000,000. He and his associates owned 
half a million acres of land, and many 
coal mines. When he was teaching 
school at starvation wages he became 
interested in the coal deposits in the 
part of Kentucky where he was born 
and where he lived. Some day, he felt, 
somebody would want that coal, and 
whenever he could get a little money 
saved up he would buy an option on a 
piece of land. 

He was born Jat Paintsville fifty years 
ago next September. After. getting 
enough education to teach a_ public 
school he took the care of his parents 
and brothers and sisters upon himself. 
But when he could save up a little, or 
get credit, he would buy an option. He 
had been collecting options for almost 
twenty years when he made his first 
sale—a big parcel of coal land-to the 
Merrits of Duluth., From them he 
took $200,000 in notes, and had these 
discounted. The Merrits failed, and he 
tcok it upon himself to make these 
notes good. 

It was not until about 1901 that he 
began to be a really wealthy man, as 
the value of his land was still rather 

roblematical. But he got P. L.. Kim- 
ball of -Chicago,. Frank Buell of Sharon, 
Penn., and several other capitalists to 
help him form the Northern Coal and 
Coke Company in the beginning of 1902, 
and they stsrted coal operating on a big 
seale, and branched out into’ Elkhorn 
field,of Kentucky and started the town 
of Jenkins. This concern finally. sola 
out to the Consolidated Coal Company, 
in which Col. Mayo became a big stock- 
holder. 

While never holding office, Col..Mayo 
always took a keen interest in politics. 
He was National Democratic Commit~ 
teeman for Kentucky, and in the last 
Presidential campaign took an active 
part and was a. liberal contributor. 
Friends say his most remarkable trait 
was his personal magnetism. He was 
essentially a man of peace. In a law- 
suit he never settled by fighting it out, 
but always by compromise, instructing 
his attorney to see that the other fel+ 
low got what was due him, and a little 
more. To educational and charitable in- 
stitutions in Kentucky he was a liberal 
contributor, and his private benefactions 
were large.

SIR WM. A. SMITH DIES. 


Founder of the Boys’ Brigade Suc- 
, cumbs ia His London Home. 


Sir William’ Alexander Smith, founder 
and Secretary of the Boys’ Brigade, died 
at his home in London on Sunday. He 
was born in Pennyland House, Thurso, 
his family’s ancestral estate, in Octo- 
ber, 1854, and was the son of a Major 
in the English Army. Through his fa- 
ther he became interested in militarism 
at an early age, and when 20 years old 
joined the Lanarkshire Rifle Volunteers, 
from which organization he was retired 
as an Honorary Colonel in 1968. 

He became convinced that: military 
training would be of great benefit to the 


average English boy, and in 1883 estab- 
lished the first Boys’ Brigade. The 
movement spread rapidly, and in 1895

He vis- 
ited the United States to witness: similar 
work in 1907, and in 1908 commanded a

DANIEL DE LEON DIES. 


Veteran Socialist Leader Victim of 
Heart Disease—Long Ill. 


Daniel de Leon, the veteran leader 
of the Socialist Labor Party, died last 
night at the Mount Sinai Hospital of 
heart disease. He had been suffering 
for some time, and. had been in the 
hospital since April 12. 

Mr. De Leon was born on Dec. 
1852, on the Island of Curacoa, off 
Venezuela. He went to Europe as a boy 
and studied at the University of Leyden, 
where he received the degree of Bach- 
elor of Philosophy; then, coming to the 
United States, he had a distinguished 
career at Columbia Law School. He re- 
ceived the prize for constitutional law 
awarded’ by ex-President Woolsey of 
Yale and the William Beach Lawrence 
prize for international law. Then for 
six years he was Seligman lecturer at 
Columbia on Latin-American diplomacy. 

He was drawn toward the labor move- 
ment, and in 1888 while still at Columbia 
he became a member of the Knights of 
Labor. He had been a supporter of 
Henry Geonge in his Mayoralty. cam- 
paign in 1886,-and when the: extreme 
labor party split he aided in the forma- 
tion of the Socialist Trade and Labor 
Alliance. Of this he remained an officer

Gen. Alfred E. Booth, 58 years old, 
who was for many years a prominent 
figure in businesS anq social life in Bal- 
timore,.Md., died Sunday at the Union 
Protestant Infirmary, Baltimore, after 
a month’s illness.

MAI. GEN. CHARLES B. HALL. 
Veteran Served as Volunteer and in 


+ Regular Army for 46 Years. 


"WASHINGTON, May 11.—Major Gen. 
Charles B. Hall, U. S. A., retired, died 
here to-day. Gen. Hall was 70 years 
old-and a native of Portland, Me. 


Major Gen. Hall’s service as a com- 
missioned officer in the United States’ 
Army was an exceptionally long one. 
He. becamé a-Second Lieutenant in the 
Twenty-fifth Maine Volunteer Infantry 
in 1862, the year of his graduation from 
the Portland High School, when he 
was 18 years old, and was promoted to 
First Lieutenant in the following year. 
In 1864 he was transferred to the 
Thirtieth Maine Volunteer Infantry as 
First Lieutenant and was with Gen. 
Sheridan during his famous ride from 
Winchester. He received his. brevet of 
Captain in 1867 for gallant services-in 
the battles of Sabine Cross Roads and 
Pleasant Hill, La. In 1865 he was mus- 
tered out of volunteer service. -He en- 
tered the regular army as a Second 
Lieutenant in the Twenty-eighth. In- 
fantry in 1867 and was promoted to 
First Lieutenant in 1868. ; 

After eighteen years service in the 
regular army as a Lieutenant, he was 
made Captain and in 1899 a Major of 
the Second Infantry. In 1901_he_ be- 
came Lieutenant Colonel of the Thirtieth 
Infantry and in 1902 went. to the Philip- 
Pines, \where at various times, _ he 
commanded the Island of Mindoro, -the 
post of Manila, Malate Barracks, and 
the post of Santa Mesa. He became 
Colonel of the itehsosnt® Infantry in: 

903 and served on the islands of Leyte, 
Panay and Cebu in the’ Philippines. 

When Gen. J. Franklin Bell was re- 
lieved as commandant of the Army 
Staff and Special Service Schools at 
Fort Leavenworth in 1906 Gen. Hall was 
assigned in his place and in April, 
1907, was promoted to Brigadier Gen- 
eral after having had longer regular 
army service than any Colonel on the 
active list in the artillery; cavairy or 
infantry. 

Gen. Hall was appointed Major Gen- 

eral. on March 27, 1908, to fill the 

vacancy caused by the retirement of 

Major Gen. Adolphus W. Greely and 

was retired on account of age on April 
of the same year.

maturing notes, this occasion would be 
taken to formulate a comprehensive 
programme for the financing of the 
company’s requirements, The forces 
at work in this situation were so evenly 
balanced that recovery and reaction in 
the stock so nearly offset each other 
that the close showed a gain of only a 
small fraction. There are special prob- 
lems in this financing, and for that very 
reason its satisfactory adjustment would 
have more significance than that which 
usually attaches to the financing of rail- 
road obligations. Although not within 
the territory direetly affected by the 
rate case now awaiting decision by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the 
financing of this and other roads would 
no doubt be rendered easier by a decis- 
ion in that case satisfactory to the rail- 
roads. It is believed among bond deal- 
ers that many investors are awaiting a 
decision in that case, in the belief that 


| the graht of a rate increase would meas- 


urably improve the status of railroad 
bonds. The sale of Southern Pacific 
convertibles taken over by the under- 
writing syndicate was concluded yester- 
day by the sale to a group of bond dis- 
tributers of the balance of something 
over $8,000,000 which remained in the 
hands of the underwriters. 

The gold movement to Hurope was 
considerably enlarged by the engage- 
ment of $3,000,000 to be sent out this 
week, in addition to the $1,000,000, en- 
gaged on Saturday. Of this $3,000,000 
is to go to Paris and $1,000,000 to Ber- 
lin, the latter, possibly, destined ulti- 
mately for St. Petersburg. The indi- 
cations are that for this gold a sub- 
stantial premium is being paid. These 
engagements practically exhausted the 
Assay Office’s supply of bars available 
for export, and further shipments, if 
they are to be made, will probably have 
to go in the shape of coin. For that, of 
course, a higher exchange rate will be 
necessary, but at the moment the ex- 
change market it so strong that the ex- 
port of coin is regarded as not at all 
improbable. 

Demand sterling got above 4.88 for the 
first time since the third week of De- 
cembery 1909. This fact in itself sug- 
gests that the conditions now governing 
exchange rates here are unusual. They 
include, of course, the fact that the 
Continental demand for gold is very 
keen, that trade here is slack and 
money superabundant, and further that 
our merchandise credit balance has been 
cut down. The effect of these factors 
may be accentuated to some extent by 
the fact that we are on the eve of adopt- 


ing a bank system which will supply 
freer credit facilities, but: the actual ef- 
fect so far exerted by this influence is 
probably small. At i same time the 
recent reduction in reserve requirements 
in this State and the prospective reduc- 
tion for the banks in the national sys- 
tem help to account for the easy money,
